And great poſlth1lity there is (1n my imple opini- 
en ) that what Prince ſoever of Chriſtendome is once really pofleſt 
and ſcatedin ſtrength in that brave fruitfull and pleafanr Iſland (by 
computation three times as big as England) may with eaſe be Empe- 
rour or fole manarch of Eatt India,with all her multitude of rich and 
large Kingdomes, which no doubt but che eyes of many Princes of 
Europe are fixed upon it, but that great diſturbance in moſt parts 


thereof ( as at preſent unhappily in England)doe hinder and vive im- 


pediments to their wiſhed detignes, which in zeale to Gods glory,my 
Gratious Soveratgne his honour,and my native Country 1:s welfare 
and proſperity: I trom the bottrome of my heart wiſh tnat ſome more 
learned and p:r{wative pen then mine rude and ignorant, might pre- 
vaile with his gcatious Majeſty King Charles, the right Honourable 
high Court of Parliament, andall true hearted able perſons of No- 
biltfy, Gentry, &c. to take in hand though in theſe obſtructive times 
ro adventure each man ſome ſmall proportion of meanes throughout 
this Kingdome, which though but ſmall ro every particular perſon, 
yet no doubt would amount to a conſiderable ſum of meny, ſufficient 
to undergoe that action as a bufineſle of ftate,which for the berrer ac- 
comodation therein, that plantation may be ſerved for a time jwithall 
neceſſaries both for backe and belly,and alſo ſuperfluity out of India, 
for one fourth part ofa penny, or three parts of four cheaper then out 
A2 af 
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of England to other plantations in America, as farre diſtant ( if T be 
notdeceived)from England as that Couniry is from India or further, 
That I may give ſuch advice and incouragement as my weake capaci- 
ty ſhall conceave,I will deicend to ſome particulars, X

The Countries ſcituation zender the Tropich of Capricorne the bealthfutneſſe of 
the Country, Auguſtines bay a chiefe and excellent harbour for mxltituds 
of ſhips,the plea fantneſſe and fertility of the Country, a ſecond land of Ca- 
Naan or a Paradice of the world, the Portugals rich trade to Muſs ambeg on 


the coaſt of Malindia. 


Nd firft to the ſcituation of the place,I mean Augnltine Bay, 
Af cheife harbour in that Iland, it 15 ſeated and placed neare 

the Tropick of Capricorne, in 23 deyrees of South Latitude. 
The Gcuntry is ( as all tho:e parts ſo neare the Line are)hot, but yet 
in my opinion not ſohct as Surrat 1n India, which lycth in 21 degrees 
north latt. neare the ' ropick of Carcer, during my abode there above 
chree moreths, in Tune, luly, Auguſt and September, 1639. I could 
ever indure to eare an Engliſh ſuic, and that of cloth, which I could 
never ſonell brooke in India and is of ſo healthfull condition or con= 
flitution. that ina!moit fwure moneths of our abode there, being a- 
bout 46 perſons in two ſhips the Charles and the Tonas, we did not 
bury one man in all that time (nor to my knowledge ) was there any 
ficke, and beſides the Company we met with foure ſhips our of Eng - 
land at that place, which continuzd with usmaking merry, refreſhing 
and feaſting about three weekes, in which ſhips could not be lefle (by 
my computation ) then 600 men at leaſt, andalſo another ſhip thar 
came with us cut of India, and abode with us a longer time, and de. 
parted from us toreturne into India three or foure dayes or ſome 
thorr time before the Engliſh fleet came in, containing in her 250 
men, yet not one of all theſe great numhers dyed or were ficke during 
rheir abode there to my beſt remembrance. That haven thar we all 
anchored in is called Auguſtines Bay,a very largeand ſafe harbour for 
Shipping ( which skilfu!l ſeamen can diſcribe better then my ſelfe ) 
and may containe ( by report of ſome) 10909r more or maby hund- 
red ſfaileof ſhips in good and ſurehold for Anchoring, of great depth 
within a bow ſhoot of ſhore or thereaboutrs. The Ccuntry about the 
Bay is pleaſant to the view, repleniſhed with brave woods, rockie hils 
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of white marbte and low fertile grounds : what is wichin the land T 
can ſay lirtle having never beene above a mile jrom the ſea fide, but 
many ot our men which have ſtragied tarther bave given their 2ood 
report thereof, as allo the fame and report of others that haveeither 
reador heard of the riches of thts Country, that the ſame aboundeth 
with mines of Gold and. S1lver and other minerals : moreover that 
inthe Iſland 1s a large plaine or champion country of Meadoy or Pa- 
ture ground as big as allEngland : which if it be {o,jvhich I am tome- 
what doubtfull of forthe large extent, yet without queltion very large 
in many places,muſt by reaſonable conſequence afford multicude and 
variety ot Fuu'es and Beaſts and other creatures for tood, cloathing, 
neceſlary uſe and delight, and no doubt but ſuch low grounds afford- 
eth allo {tore of large and imali Rivers, Tanks and Ponds repleniſhed 
wich multitude of good Fiſh, water Fowles, &c. and it is apparently 
manifeſt or very probable by the quantity ot brave fat Oxen,Cowes, 
Sheepe and Goats brought downe aud fold unto us by the natives for 
refrething ſo many people, that the Country 1s very terctle, ſelling us 
brave fat Oxen tor about eight,nine or tenne pence an Oxe,worth by 
computation in England, fix, ſeven, eight, or tenne pounds an Oxe, 
and after thar rate tor Goats and Sheepe or a little dearer, they fold 
alio good Capons for three haite pznce or two pence a peece, and 
exce:lent good Orenges an1 Lemmons reafonable, and the common 
men dranke gond ſtore of Milke (chough out of their Callibafles nor 
very cleanly ) ( the Bay or creexe nearethe Bay) affordeth us ſtore of 
excellent Fiſh of many forts as Pikes, Mullets, Breames and ma- 
ny others which I cannot call to minde their names : and fhell- 
fiſh,as Crawfiſh, Shrimps, Prawnes and ſome Lobfters and ſome 
Oytters, and ſure the place aftordeth abundance and variety of ſhell= 
fiſh of (irangelorts, as appeareth by the aboundant divers thapezs of 
of their ſhels curious to behold, and the ſhels ofeſteeme in England, 
by Tobn Tredeſeant and Maſter Slade dwelling about Lambeth, who 
treaſured up tuch t» pleafe curious people, and to adornith rocks and 
water-workes in gardens of great pzrſons, of which fort Maſter $/adz 
hadof me ( gratis) ſome quantity. And without all queſtion, this 
Country farre tranſcends and exceeds all other Ccuntries in Afia, 
Africa and America, p'anted by Engliſh, French, Dutch, Portngalt 
and Spaniards : andisikely toprove of farre ereater value and e- 
fteeme ro that Chriſtzan Prince and Nation that ſhall plant and ſer- 
lea ſure habication therein, then the Weſt Indies is to the King and 
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Kingdome of Spaine. And it may well be compared. to the land of 
Canaan that tioweth with milke and hony, a little world of it ſelfe 
adjoyned to no other land within the compaſie of many leagues or 
miles,or the chiefett paradice this day upon Earth. 

This gallant Iſland of Madagaſcar doth afford theſe ſeverall rich 
commodities as toiloweth, Amber-Greece, Gold, (the old Earle of 
Denbigh brought trom this Iſland of Madagaſcar Gold ſand, which 
he preſented co the Kings Majefty and the Councel board,and I was ar 
the Councell board, when this Gold ſand was in queſtion and appro- 
ved of ) And there 1s alſo Tortle thels, which dee fell at Surrat 
for twelve ſhillings per pound : Copper, Alloes Cicatrina, excellent 
good Rice, Honey and Wax, Dragons Bioud, divers rich Gums, Ebba- 
ny, Sandle wood, Cohooe wood, which doth {ell at Surrat for foure 
pence per pound; Tamerin,and divers rich Drugs : you may ger by 
{laves of both ſexes and timber eicher to Perſia or elſe to Moco 1n the 
red ſea 5©000 pounds per annum, and your ſlaves will put youto 
littie charges, for they doe live upon rice and water. This Iſland of 
Madagaſcar 1s about nine hundred miles in length. There is many 
Kings upon this Ifland, the ſouth part of it lies in 25 degrees and 35 
min. and the northerne part fhort of the equinoctiallthe inhabirants 
cots handſome in their accoutrements, and ſpeake the Arabian 
Tongue, and they have Juncks which they Trade to and fro to the 
foure L{lands which lies about thirty leagues off, viz, Joanna, Malalo, 
Combro and the Majottes : and to the Coaſts of Malindia. The 
Ifland of Saint Laurence is a gallant place for to have a Ma- 
oazine or Randezvouze, for the Coaſt of Malindia lies off this 
Iſland forty or fifty leagues. The Portugals hath a great fortification 
at Muſlambeg therein, and upon theſe ceafts the Portugals get moſt 
of theirriches, and drives all their Trade in India, otherwiſe it was 


impoſſible for them to hold out fo long, becauſe of their great lofle 


both by the Engliſh and Datch. The Portugals drives ſuch a gallant 
Trade upon this Coatt from 26 degrees ſouth latitade to g degrees 


-north latitude, they get great ftere of Gold, Elephants teeth, Wax, 


Amber-erecce and diyers forts of rich Gums and comodities, which 
coſt the Portugals a very ſmall matter, for they trade with Knives, 
Bels. Pentathoes, Barbars-aprons,courſe Calicoes, looking-plaſles 8&c. 


T have beene taking ofa Juncke twenty eight yeeres fincewhich came 
from this caſt of Malindia, laden with Elephants teeth, Amber- 


greece and rich Gums. The Portagals comming from Muſſambeg 
and 
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and beund for India, they alwayes touchat the Ifland of Saint Lau- 
rence and there they buy ſlaves for their plantation. I have beene a- 
bour ſeaventeen yeeres fince raking of a Junci which was laiden with 
ſhves of both ſexes. and Sandall woed which came from Muſſambeg 
and foto Saint Laurence and their laden, and beund for Goa, as we 
found by a Portugall paſle. 

If I may be worthy to adyice,aftera trade is once ſetled at Madagaſ(-- 
caryhat a-brave gallant trade may be had upon the coaſt of Malindia 
three or foure ſmal ſhips may be imployed all the yeere long,coafting 
and tradine along the coatt from 26 degree ſeuth latitude to 3 de- 
grees north latitnde,and putting off courſe Indian commodities may 
lade your ſhip with rich Commodities much acceptable and venda-- 
ble in thoſe parts, : ſo that yon need not ro carry any Mony out of 
Eneland into India. |

Hogs in Malinda have ſtones in their mawes as pretious as rich Jewels, the 
affection of the inhabitants to onr Nation above all others, Portagall Fryers 
fiaine to accompany the King of Madagaſear at his death to heaven, great 
ſtore of wilds Foule and Turkzes, the Envy of the Eaſt India Company a= 
gainſt a plantation may give the better incouragement thereunta : no Gold 
Silver nor any rich eommodity of ſo high eſteeme in Adadagaſcar as red 
Cornelian Beads. 


"THe Eaft India Company they have ſent out about twenty five 
yeeres ſince Elephants teeth in the ſhip by me, fer the Eie- 
phants teeth 1s in great requeſt all over India, the Portugals 

doe put 20@0 Tuns yearely off which they get on the coaft of Malin 
dia : alſo on this coaſt there are many wilde Hogs, and inthe mawes 
of them there growes ftenes which the Portugals cals Petra le Porkes, 
which is mighty in requeſt and eſteeme in all India and Afia for 
expelling of Poyſon. The like thing isnot to be had in the world for 
that purpoſe, for your Beazor ſtone 15 not in that requeſt by many de- - 
grees(and little eſteemed of in thoſe parts for the Portugals do drive 
a very great Trade in India and Afia by this excellent Jem which they 
call Petra ke Porkes., Thave read of it, and likewiſe in a Manuſcript of 
the Right Honourable Sir Thomes Row when he was-1mployed Lord. 
Embaſſador by His Majefty King Tames into the-Eaft India for to. 
ſetule the Trade for the Eaſt India. Company inthoſe oxtemall un 3. 
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wherein he doth write farre more art large then I doe exprefe. It is 

conceived by divers ite men where thee Hogs are on the coaſt of 

Malindia, that the {oyle 1s very good ; and that ic doth afford exce!- 
lent ge2d gratle, herbs, fruits and drugs, which is the chiefe cauſe of 
rhe extraordinary goodnefſe and vertue of the ſtones which Urowes 

in the {aid Hogs mawes, whica 1s 1n that great eſteeme and requeſt all 

ever India and Atta that none can parallell ir, . This ſaidcoaft of Ma- 

lindia is neare adjoyning to Madagaſcar : likewiſe there is above 1500 

Tuns of Wax yeerely which is brought from the coaſt of Malindia to 

India which is 1n great requeſt, rich Gums aud divers ſotts of Drugs, 

alſo the Portugals bring great ore of very fine Gold and Amber- 

greece from Muſſambeg to Goa. ; 

So that all the world may underfiand whatrich Trade the Portu- 
call hath on thecoatt of Malindia, and hath for this many hundreds 
of yeares maintained a very firong Garriſonat Mufſambeey, for their 
is Io@peeces of Ordnance 1n their Caſtle. lam confident the richeſt 
2nd belt trade the Portugall hath in AGa canncr parallel! this on the 
coaſt of Malindia, furthermore if Saint Laurence Iſland had once a 
plantation ſetled,vbata brave gallant place of commerce there would 
be : for this Iſland doth (tand in the very Center of the World for 
rrade,ye may build ſmall ſhips, for theiris good Rere of Limber, for 
the Natives doe build Juncks of 200 Tuns a peece at the northermo!? 
part of this Iiland. 

The Country people do love and much affeR our Nation. And one 
Andrew Pela who is oneof their Kings living neere the bay of Augu- 
{tine ( did ofter both ro Captaine Weddle and my ſelfe, if we would 
come and live witu them, that they would let us have ſo much land 
that would ſerve or maintaine one hundred thouſand men ) we had 
this King aboard the ſhip Charles and made much efhim, and gave 
him a preſent at his returne. Inthis Kings diſcourſe we found how 
cruell the Portugals had beene to them, comming a ſhore and carry- 
ing men,women and children perforce away : they cannor indure the 
Portugals,telling me how they did betray them with pictures. 

Art any time when our ſeamen doe they a picture tor tot: ucke for 
a ſheepe or the like, they will ſtart backe and rut away crying out, 
Portugals, Portugals, Portugals, for they cannot indure Images. Buc 
at the northermot part of this Iſland, there were Prietts and Fryers 
which did live with them for a time, thinking toconvert them : the 

King of that place departed this life, che Natives of that Geuntry a 
the 


as Engliſh Plantation at Madagaſcar in Aſia. 
the Fryers and Prieſts to death, telling them the reaſon before they 
put them to death, becauſe they were religious men, that they mult 
prepare themſelves to dye, for to keepe the King company to God, 
chis trick rhey put upon the Portngals for they are generally hated, 
Idare ſay no man cangivea better or perfeter account thenmy felf, 
I have ſailed-round about this Ifland,and have been a ſhore five leve. 
rall times, and for the commerce I was the man that diddeale for all 
(or whom I ſhoaldappoinc in my abſence) becauſe we would keepz 
co our price and not to under rate our dainty commodities, which is 
the long Cornelions : which five or fix doe pupehaſe an Oxe worth 
here in England ten twelve thirteen fourteen fifteen or fixteen 
pounds an Oxe, fifteen good Sheepe for the valuc of nine penee; I 
have cauſed the Steward of the ſhip co weigh the rump ofa fheepe at- 
cer it was flayed and it weighted thirty pounds odde ounces. 

The tropick of Capricorne lyerh 23 degrees 3s minuits ſouth lati- 
cude of Auguſtine bay, where our thips ride is juſt under. In this 
bay there isthree bankes very gooJ gronndto anchorupon, and me- 
ny faile of ſhips may ride 1n fiftzen tathom warer very ſecure; for I 
havea draught ofche bay, 

There is good ſtore of refrefhing, Fiſh, Fleth, and Foule, I gave 
leave to one of our men to lye a ſhore one night, for to kill foule that 
comes to reoft towards the evening in the woods, he killed 35 wilde 
Turkies in one night, for there is great ſtore of wilde fowle, the 
place is very healthfull, IT have been there when we have come out of 
Europe, five ſhips together, we have landed at the bay So ficke men, 
and about 4@e of them was lifted in blankets out of the ſhips into the 
boars and ſocarryed a ſhore, for they were not able to goe nor ſtand, 
and after they had been but chree dayes a ſhore, they were all wel and 
able both to goe and cun, and ac this bay Thave beenmany times, 
there 1s good watering and wooding that our carpenters did cut 
downe good timber and fawed and made both planks and boards, 
which was uſed aboard our ſhips, I have been ſeven miles up in the 
land from the bay. Ididpreſent Mr. Endimion Porver with ſome no. 
yelties which I got at this bay of St.. Anguſtines (viz) Turtle thelles 
which he promiſed tomake himſelfe combes with them, alſo I gave 
him ſome dragons blood and divers forts of other gumes, after which 
he ſent his coach forme andearryed me to the Councell board, and 
Prince Rypert was there at that time, and I did deliver my opinion 
at that time (and fince) which — was concluded upon and paſt 


the 
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che Broad Seale for the conc ution, tor the Tfland of St. Laurerce:. 
Sr. Mamrice Abba, Alderman Garway, and touremore of the 'Eaft 
India Company did c ppole tis bulinetie of Madagaicar at the Coune 
cell board, ſaying this Ifland was very unheaithfull, which 1, Mr Tobr 
Cartwright and Bartheimew Charchman did jultitie, thar the faid Ifland 
of St. Laurence was the heaitihtulicſt place in the world, and the 
Eaſt India company were blamed tor dtiparaging this I{land, &c. 
The Northern part of this Iſland 1s brave good ground and grafle, 
and better harbour for ſhipping then Au;;utttne bay, and there is 
the belt commodities tobe had. Rice, Sugar great ſtore, Coco nuts, 
Plantans, Pomgranets, Wofhee, which we call in India Toddy,and 
fine good building for thewr houtes, and fine traffact ro and frowith 
their Junks; I tave failed twodates and a halfe about three or fonre 
leagues from the ſhore, we ſounded & yye had twelve fathoms water, 
we jailed in this tivo dayes and halfe two hundred and thirteen miles, 
from the northermoſt part towards the ſouthern part of this Iſland ; 
&.in this difance.itdid appear to be curious dainty paſture gronnd, 
greenand full of trees, and fine low levell grounds : this I will juftifie 
upon my credit; likewiſe there do lic off this Iflang many ſmall pers, 
rocks and ſmall Iſlands, between St.Lanrenee liland and Mauricious; 
and there is a great current which dath ſet you to the weſtward. 
For. the inhabitance of this Iſland of Madagaſcar, wichont queſt;. 
on it is well peopled (though about the ſea fide we fawy not abene by 
computation 200 er 3@0)which live not there continually as we ſup» 
poſed by their il accommodated houſes, or booths made of boughs 
and flicks, fmalland low like hogſties orcalves-coopes ; the people 
arc affable and curteous unto us, whatſoever they areuntoorthers ; 
and finding our men ſtragling abroad and not knowing the way back 
to the ſhips, would peaceably condutt them back to their rents and 
randezvous; (bur yet its dangerous to truſt them two farre) for ex- 
perience hath taught our nation,the rreachery of the Salvages in Vir. 
2inia and new Epgland &c, yet 100r 123 of our menmade motion 
to our Admirall Captain Jobr Weddell, of their willingnefle to abide 
there untill more ſhipping came to diſcover the conntry, if fo be he 
would furniſh theprwath armes and neeeflaries. but he and the reſt 
| 4 )rhought it not good to adventure them, although 
Aptain PeddsUo abide there and be their King 


They 
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They live as we conceive by tribes or families, and the eldeſt are 
moſt in efteern with them, and their Captaine was Anaream Pels the 
chiefe of norte at the ſea fide, who ſold us but reaſonable carcell at our 
forementioned prizes; burour long aboad there cauſed more (tur- 
ther in/and men) ro come downeand to trade with us, bringing us 
better cartell at cheaper rates with Capons, Orenges and Leamonds, 
which before we wanted, and his name was Maſſy Chora, whom Ar- 
dreane Pelz would have had us to make war againit, telling us he came 
co rob them of their treaſure and jewels, being Indian red corhelion 
beads, both round and long ſquared, which are of moſtprecious e- 
ſteem with them, ſleighting Gold, Silver, Braſle,'ron, or other met- 
tals, or glaſſe beads, or Torrall, or Amber beads, or any other toyes, 
_unleflethey may havethem gratis. 

Theſe long red cornelion beads &e, muRt be provided before hand 
in India, orel(e the people thar come thicher tor retreſhment or for 
plantation, malt not expect their accomondable and delired retreſh- 
ments. At our voyage outwards we wanted them, and could get 
nove or very few cattel], and they old and leane, for filver and corral 
beads of forty times the vallue of cornelions, which they call at St. 
Laurence Haranga, and were to be bought in India for eight ſhillings 
or ten ſhillings per hunderedor there abouts, for which, abeur ſex, 
ſeven, or eight of them a fat Oxe as aforeſaid might be bongar, bur 
at our retarne we were well furniſhed with them and wanted not for 
them,excellent ſuſtenance for our ſelves,and the foure Engliſh hips 
that met with us, which otherwiſe they mult have miſled of their re. 
freſhment, and have been forced as we were outward bound to faile 
to the Iſlands of Commooro, Ioanna or Malala,where of a ſalvage na+ 
tion abont 200 leagues diftant, we were forced to buy worle catcell 
for forty or fifty ſhillings a pete. in royalls of eights, thena St. Lay. 
rence for a few beads as aforeſaid.

An excellent Enconr agernent for ſetling 
Exrope, on'y black, or rather tauney, naked and without cloatk- 
ing, cn:ly a ſmall covering to hide their ſhame, by a girdellor 
$kin abour their loynes, ora ragor clout tacked in betoreand be- 
hind between their legs to hide rheir nakednefle, unlefſe ſome cheite 
wemen amoneſt them, having a piece of {trip:d Caliicocloath-or 
pintado ubkes abour their loynes and reaching down to their knees 
or ſhorter. Their Harapga or Co: nelion beads, they weare about 
their necks and in their earex, ſtringed fo long that they reach beloyy 
their brefis, or lower, according to their abilities, ſome having more 
choyce clear red cornelien then others, whercot in their bargaunzthey 
are very choyceto pick out the molt cleareſ?&freeſt from ſpors; their 
hayre both of men and women is decently cut, and formed not much 
unlike to our Cavalero faſhion at preſent in England, ſhort hefore, 
long on the ſides and longeſt ofal behinde, which both ſhort ani long 
being plattedor breaded as gentle women, hath their haire in three 
plats, becometh them well, and they have on the tops of their heads a 

parcell of haire almoſt or about halfea feor lopg ftanding upright by 
ting or rowling it about with a thred or filke,vr ſome kindof ſtring, 

Their weapons are darts of ſeverall ſorts, ſome biger and ſome 
leſſer, ſome broad and pointed like lances, and ſome leſſer bearded 
like fiſh hooks or broad arrow heads ; which the fmaller that are 
bearded T have ſeen them: dart fiſh ſwimming ina ſhaller place of 
the ſea near the ſhore, and bya line tiedto their dart drawn them up 
eur of the water; they alſo haveknives long and narrow but nor fir ts 
fab withall but rather to cut withall asa bill, but of theſe I ſaw nor 
many, not above twoor three, bur ef darts ſome men may and dbe 
carry with them of both ſorts halfe a dozerorthere abouts, bur feyy 
that carry aboue one two orthree which are not dangerous, unleſſe 
2t 2 neer diſtance, and yet cannot come with that violence or fivitt- 

nefle bur may be avoyded by ttepping afide or by putting by with a 

taffe or the like ; and their bodies being naked are ſubject toall an- 

noyance of the like or better armes af offence. There heads being 
uncovered: and the mornings cold untill abour. eight of the clocke or- 
later, they hoyer together about fires which they quickly Kindle, by 
caking of a ſmall round. ſtick: no bigger then a tobacco pipe, at the 
middle or thicker.end, which ſerwuth one end upon@ broad piece of 
wood or chip, and rewling the longer round ſtick hard inthe palmes 
of their hands uponthe other picce of the yood the heat thereof pre. 


- ently kindlerh tixe, which withother dry combuſtible Ruffe ready ar 


hand. 
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hand they kindle a fire towarme them, or to drefle their meat, which 
is very ſlovenly, taking ic cut out ofan Oxe, with the head of a oreat 
dart (with which they will quarter an Oxe preſently, and his the 
joynts fo julily as it 1s not to be conceived, unlefſe a man faw it) and 
lay their pieces a. little upon the coales, and ear it betrec halfe raw, 
and full ot aſhes, yet ſome I think they ſeeth, for I have ſeen among 
them a kind of pots or kettles, which whether ofearth or mertall 
(being very black) I cannor cell, for I never handled them, and whe- 
ther made in the Country or brought unto them by Portugalis or 
ſome heathen nation 1s uncercaln. The fat or ſuert of their carrell 
they ſave, and the better ſorc of them rub their heads and haire every 
morning therewith, which lieth in lumps.upon them untill the hear 
of the Sun. melt it, and then it moyſtneth their heads and diſcendeth 
over their bodies, which they alfo greaſeor annoint, and thoſe of the 
better ſort that doe ſotheir bodies.are ſmooth, plump and decent, bur 
ftrong of ſmell,and they that want that meanecs are the poorer ſort er 
ſlaves among them have their bodies of an ill aſpet, dry andſcurvy, 
parched with the Suns hear, and feeding more hard and courſly, (of 
what we know not but of durty gutts or puddings) have their bellies 
ſvolne as if they had the dropſy : and though they have good ſtore of 
fat cattell yet rhe poorer ſort of people are very hungry, for they will 
lye about our tents and gather up-the worlt {craps we calt away, and 
imtheir Cannowes will lie about the ſhips calling out for Tellahenna 
and Tellaffunga. (as: I take 1t meatandbread) which the mariners 
and others for their diiport will fling them. our neats feet which they 
gard nor,. and dry marrow bones. or the like which will ſpeedily 
fink,. fer which they will ſaddainly leape out of their boats.and dive 
2 great. depth after them and bring them upin one hand, their Can- 
nowes.or boats.are made of one piece of timber lone and narrow like 
2 hogs trough, upon the upper part whereof they faſten tio ticks a 
crofle, their boats half a yard or more from each end,abour two yards 
long or: longer, apd: upon:each fide to meet with the endsof theſe 
ſaves of ſticks they faſten two morewhich ftay up:their boats from 
overturning and doe i6 leake rhat they fit in-water, and continually 
ladeth out water, and one or tyomore fit therein with lictle paddles: 
not much bigger chen ſhictle cock-batele=dores to raw with all.. 
They make little uſe ef labour or manuaQures, and thoſe of ſmall 
value, I have ſeen a carpenter (for ſo Imay termhim). making a 
Cannow: ora boat ofa.pieceof timber like a hogs treugh (as.afore» 
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 Anexeallent Enconragement ſor ſetting 
laid) having no better a toole then a little axe, ſuch as childrenor 


youth may play withal', the Iron or bit thereof nor ahove two inches 
brcad which mutt needs make long labeur. I have alſo ſerena Smith 


' at work to make dart heads ina ſtrange manner, having no other 


toole that I could {ze but only a Rone for the anviil and an other for 
his hammer; ard for his bellowes two hollow canes about three 
quarters ot a yard long, anabout thethickneſfe and roundneffe of a 
mans leggeor thigh, which being placed together cloſe to a lictle 
fire, with fmalll:ots to let the winde out at the botrome ; they had 
to drive the winde out two ſtaves like canrme ftaves, wrapt a- 
bour halte the length of the Raves at the bottome, with a theepes or 
goats. skin the wool fide ourward, (like a ſpunge as gunners at {ca uſe 
ro wipe their guns and make them cleane) which being litced up and 
prefled downe againe forces cut the winde as aforeſaid. Andatſfhas 
I remember I law one weaving as if it had been our poore people or 
beggers in England, fitting in high wayes weaving courſe tape, fo 
he weaved varcorw {(iriped fiuffes of cotton yearn about a quarter of a 
yard broad, which I ſuppoſe they ſew two or three breadths together 
ro make coverings for the better tort of people their ſhame or naked+ 
neſſe. Where they have their materialls 1s uncertaine, whether got- 
een in the Connery, or brought unto them by Portugalls or other 
Nat ions, what other food they have beſides Fieth and Fiſh, as Corne 
Rice and otter ſorts-of Graine 18 deubriull, yer there we ſaw ſomeof 
them have ſome ſmall quanciries of Rice and Grauances (lo called in 

India)which are a kinde of fmaller fort of Beans,and of much uſe for 

diet in India, andin the Epgliſh houſe at Surrat they eat them being 
youny, battered inttead of green Peale, but arenot fo pleaſant as onc 
peaſe when they grow old orattheworti; I havealioſcen ſome at 
one time knawing and ſuck green Sugat<cancs, which 1s a certainty 
that Sugar-canes grow there, and perhaps quantity of Sugar may be 
made thereof, and no doubt bur vines are in the Country, for I have 
ſeen ſome wilde Vines growing upon” the rockie hills in Augutiine 
Bay, ſome of onr people have 1aid that'they have heard it from the 

Portueals that the Country doth aftord Pepper and other Spices, 

which our Engliſh alſo doe aſſymewhotave been far within the land, 
filing ſome dayes journey ina large navigable River, where they 
mer as they reported many people offering them cartel! for a halfe or 

one forth part the price we paid-for them at Anguftine Bay, and ha- 

ving ſheyed the-Natives Pepper, Cloves, Mace and N _—_

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an Englhth Plantation at Madageſta) in Apa. 
made ſhew to them of ſtore in that Country, certaine dates journey 
ar vights ſkepes diſtant, by wioking and putiing their heads nader 
their: hands, and pulimng them back againe, they rep2rt alfo of large 
plaine -paſtnres and nzedowes repientſhed with cattell of all ſorts, - 
Beeves, Scepeand Goats feeding thereon, and without all queſtion 
the Country lying inor near the ſame degree of Lattitade or diſtances 
farm the Line as India, doth produce the ſame fruits, as Coco-nuts 
Plantans Musk-milliens and other p'caſant Millions as great as our 
Engliſh Pumpeons, and alſo the Teddy trees whica produce as good 
liquors as white wine and ſugar, with which in regard of the cheap- 
nefſe thereof in India, our Engliſh & Dutch Marriners drink ſomuch 
at it. as to be often drunk or foxed therewith. The Country extends ic 
ſelf in length from ahout 11 8& halfe degrees ſouth lat. to 26 degrees, 
In which Jarge extent it comprehends many famous Countries that 
lie either nnder the Line, or under or neer both Tropicks, and ſo by 
conſequznce mult in likelyhood (or rather aflured probabilicy) par- 
ricipate of the fertillity, pleafure and wealth of them all; 1f not ante- 
cede tranicend and /uperabeund them all, being indeed the paradice of 
the World, efpecially being once inhabited with Chriſtians or ctvill 
p:ople, skilfnlt in Agricultureand manufactures, and all ſorts of Me. 
cannick labourers andhandicra'ts.:. ]- ps

get, tonchiny their manner of 1Jolatry ordeviliſh Worthip and Sa- 
crifice, which ſome of our people conceives was rather to the Deyil

opinion, but rather think the contrary, by their feafting and rejoy- 
cing a lictle before our departure, as a kind of thanksviving to their 
Idol God or Gods, forthe benefit they accrewed by the tradipg they 

had with us, and praying for our proſperity and often return as 

forme were opinionated, the circum(ſtance I will declare as brief as I 

cab and as my memory doth beſt ſerveme ; one morning the Salya- 

ges killed an Oxe (and I doe not remember that I did ice or heare 

chat during our abode there that they kil'ed many ether) and a poſt 

about eight or nine feot high was ſet ap near their booths npen which 
che head and hornes of che Bullock wereplaced and the poſt all dau- 

bed with the blood thereof & the Oxe cut outand dividedamoneg the 

berter ſort of them and caten halte raw and half broyled upon eoales 

and full of aſhes, and whether before or after their feaft (for I have 
forgotten) they came out of the woods from their booths intoa 

plaine a bowy thootor two from their habitation, where were fiuck 

up in a row abont50 or 60 great poles as hig as the bigger forc 

of Hep-poles, all the bark pilled off and made white and were placed 
by computation about feure yards a fander and between every pole 

abourthree foot diſtance a ftoneabour the bignefie of a great Turnip 

or Apple placed in a ftreight row and in the middle of the poles 2 
croſle pole layed abouta yard or anell high whereonthey hanged all 
or many of their Chains of Beads erHarangaand neerunte having 
their Alter of Beades (as 1 terme it) before thera ſar all the Ancienc 

Men Women and Children; and on the other fide of the Alter and 

poles was two Companies of young men about 2e or 30 or more in a 

cempany, each having a dart in his hand and ranked as I take it by 

three in a ranke orrow, each Company being diſtant from the other 

about 4 or 5 roddes or more, being thns ſetin a comiy poſture they 

ſang and danced keeping even ireland actien with their feet and 

hands according te their tune, (as I have ſeen ina market Towne 
in the Country where I was borne, divers Gentlemen, &c. aflocie- 
ted together having for their pleaſure a noyſe of Mufitions play- 

ing before them with every one acipreſſe hatband (then in fafaion) 

put over their faces dance the meaſures through the Marker, and 
chiefeft ſtreets in the town, (and ſoimts an Inne and Tavern to make 
merry together,)thele Salvages keeping as even meaſure __—_—_ 
| OaDly 
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an Engliſh Plantution at Madagaſcar in'd ſia, 
rably to their ſound or ſinging as the other doe to their muſicke. * 
And in many poſiures ot their dancing they wonld make fhew of 
fight or defiance one company againtt the other, preſenting ther 
darts againſt each other, and ſometimes againe of a ſaddaine both 
ſides gathering themſelves into a round ring and laying their heads 
rogether as at aconſaltatien, and then ſuddenly againe fall into their 
potture of danceins as decently as a company of trained Souldiers 1n- 
to their ſeverall poſtures, and each party had of their ſide a Trumpe- 

cer ſoundins with a contuſed harſh noile, a large crooked Rams hui n. 

Thei: Pcieſts(as I call them of one which 1 benght a book as afore= 
mentioned) laying their fore fingers upon one ot the ſtrange ſhapes 
or characers therein , would preach cr read a lecture or homily ups 
on that text a good fpace, and then remove his finger to another, 
this fealting dincing or {.crificing was upona ſudden diflolved by rea- 
fon the multitude of ©ur men en thoare who hearing of thele (ports, 
came flocking thirher apace ro ſee them, bur the Salvages fearipg (as 
I coneeive) leaft enr men ſhculd rob them againe of their Haranga, 
which they prized as deare as we doe Diamonds and other rich Jew- 
e's; tonke them all from their Alter and defarted againe :o their 
tents orbootizs and fo this exerciſe ended : yet a word or two crn- 
cernins! their [uſtice or puniſhing of offenders, their chiefe Captain 
or Commander had loſt out of his booth ſome of his J:wels which 
were found Rlolien by a young maide or g1irle belen2ing toan other 
man either his danghter or ſlave, the Father or Maſter of the maide 
ro: cleare himſelte as innecenr of the tact, rooke his lance or great 
dart and preſcntly ſlew the girle({nrely 1t was not his owne dauyhter 
het rather his ſlave, elſe cthongh a Barbarian, he could not have been 
{o cruell to his ewne fleſh and bleed) ; and this may give ſome reſti- 
meny that they have fome kind of government or law among them : 
nt yet they are adiced to theft and robbery, is againe apparent ; 
for when they met our men in the weods althouzh they did them no 
harme, yet they woull ſearch their pockets for beads and ro> them of 
chem, and yet bring them doyvyne to their ſhips when they could not 
well cell how to finde the way. 

- And my felfe ſtanding among our ſhips Parſ-rs an others, buy- 
ing cattell for the ikips provifion, andhavinga chaineof heads in my 
hand, a yeung man ſnacht at them to have gotten them from me but 
miſt of his purpoſe and ran away, but one of our men in company 
ftanding by ſhot an arrow after him but miſt him, and we nevet ſaw 
liis-face again. D Ic

perſons of quality to be had there exceeding cheape, all ſorts of hearbs roots 
fruits and foules to be bad in plentifull abundance in MMadagaſear, trees 

 yeelding great ſiore of pleaſant liquor nothing inferiour ts wine and ſugar 
in England, the excelent verine of jndia Mirabolins. 


| O the tucthecance of this renowned plantation , theſe advan= 
| raveous comedities, benefirs, and accommodation 2s fello- 

weth(far above other plantations)ace irducements« ſutficient 
to periyyade picus virtuons ric men and others that defire the ad- 
vancement of Gods glory, rhe honour of their Soveraigne Prince thz 
the welfare of their one native Country, the inrichment of them- 
ſelves and th. ir poſterity and the charicable re!tefe of Gods poore Es» 
Ie& upon Earth to enterprize this worthy action, 

And inthe firſt place tte Country 1s heaithfull and pleaſant, Se- 
condly its already of it (el:e furniſhed withmolt chiefe things ne- 
ceſſary to ſuſtenarce of mans lite, eſpecially, Beefe Mutton Goares 
Poultry Fiſh and Fowle.

2nd great men daily cate with pieaſure and contentment and never 
farfer therein; Wheat Barley and other forts of graine and good 
rack, and excellent ſfirong drinke made of Rice, which mixed wich 
Sugar, water and Leamonds or ſurrop of lymes, or drunk alone,alj 
which are to be had exceedingcheape, with all:manner of Ipices _

for five ſhillings a piece, ſheers ant all ſorts of linnen lo cheape and 
fine that no part of the \Vorldaftords the like. Againe good ſhirts 
whiter and finer for meane people at-eiyht tenor twelve pence a 
piece, and cheap*r, and not fo fine and wire to be had in Eng/and for 
three or foure t mes dearer in price (my ſelfe have worne no other 
theſe fixtcen yeeres of which fix of chree thillingsa piece bave laſted 
me continually three yeeres together, of the like fineneſle not to be 
bought under twelve ſhillings a ſhirt or dearer in England, ſhooes 
of Engliſh taſhion for fixpence a paire, and bootes for two ſhiliings a 
palre, capps or mountei:s light and eafie, and tarre better then ſtitfe 
heavie hats made of fattin and tattfaty, fine painted linnen, &c. quile 
red or inbroydered much cheaper then hats. 
| The betrer ſort of people thar affect to cloath themſelves, wives 
and children in rich gentile faſhion, may doe it of fattin taftaty 
wrought damaske b/acke,or coloured, and rich ftutfes mixt with gold 
& ſilver threed; at cheaper rates then with our cheape'Englith cloata 
or (tuffes, Jewels of all ſorts,Pear's Diamonds _ other rich [tones 
with curious bracelets for Gentlewomen; and others of Chriſtall ag- 
get, Faiper, Cornelicn, red and white, and Elſutropian ſtones, &Cc.

Nation (who nod: ubt have curious eyes and intenrs to this digne) 
as of late the right honourable the Earle of Southampton, and the 
noble Gentleman Mr. John Craven , brother to the right honourable 
the Lord Craven, who intending to ſend out th'ps and ?lanters to 
the Iiland of Mauciticus beyond Saint Laurerc /, aid had d:surſed 
many thou'and pounds to that intent, yet neglecttag ipeedy cppor- 
tinity the Dutch hearing of their honourable cebgne wade more 


| ſpeedy haſt and prevented them, ana have now planted in th. 1ſlard 


to their great renowne and accommodation (in time) and great 
lofſe ro thoſe honourable perſons and this Nation. 

All ſorts of fruits, bearbs, rootes and flowers (ct great eſteeme 
in India) of what Nati-n ſoever, may be tranſported thither, and 
will aſſuredly grow in ſo rich and fruit'ull grounds, and for more 
ſpeedy growth; it thoſe tranſported out of Europe or England fa'le, 
ac the firlt ſor want ot sk11l to preſerve the ſeed. &c.1n regard of the 
length cf the vriage, yet thole out of India (not abyve one fourth 
part of the way }may be brought good both to low or to plant, as rad- 
dith, lettice, carrets, turnips, onions, muſtard ſeed, avd many other 
of moreiworth then theſe 1n England. And nodoubt but th's Iſland 
aftords (if nor may eaſily be tranſported rhither) theſe excellenc 
trees for good and pleaſant liquor, jrink,as Toddy and Palmito trees, 
which trees diftill, by art taken from them plenty of excellent drinke, 
no way inferiour if not hetter then white wine and ſugar , eſpecially 
the Paimito wine ; but the Toddy wine (except ſome ofthe. {t 
fort)raſteth as if it did come our of Hornes, & therefore (1! not there 
already) may be tranſported the Coco rut tree, which yeeldeth a nut 

as big as a childs head, whoſe kernell is excellent meate, and of that 
fraite is made alfo vile, vinegar and other daincies, and the tree it = 
; yeelds 
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yeelds threed or yarne five and courſe, ro make ropes, cordage, ca» 
bles: for ſhips and many other uſes. There may be allo had many 
other trees of excel/ent truits as Mirabolins , and Plantans, which 
our Engliſh tearm them App.es of paradice, whereyith the Serpent 
beguiled Eve, the Mirabolips and Plantans from the treesare farre 
dantier in taſt then our Apricocks, and what they are preſerved, are 
weil known to Confectieners and Paiftions, for health and pleaſure. 
The Plantan :growes by cluſters as a 100 or more or leſle together, as 
bis as a large beane cod, and 1s ſo pleaſant in taſt, cutting 1t in ſmall 
pieces, as parſnips to butter, men ule toeate 1t contirually at meales, 
with viniger, pepper and {alr, to abate the fyeerneſſe, and the tree 
being abour the bignefle ot a rea/@nable Apple tree, beares no boughs 
but great leaves ancell long, or longer, and both leaves and body are 
excellent meat for Cowes, for the body is no harder then a well 
growne cabbidge, and may be cur downe by a good ſword ata blow ; 
two or three, my {ſelfe have cut down many at Moalala to carry a- 
board the ſhip, to teed cattell that we bought their to preſerve. 

There 1s five ſorts of Mirabolins the one ts like our Apricocks or 
oreat plum, the one 1s elght ſquare, it 15 an excellent preſerve and in 
oreat requeſt, and (cl}s very deare in Perſia and elſe where, the other 
toure ſorts is uſed inphihcke, the Doctors and Drugfters can tell the 
ſeverall names, vertue and quality concerning the toure elements of 
mans body, in India there is {ome of theſe Marabolins worth fitty or 
2 hundred pound a piece, which holding 1n the parties hand which is 
ſicke; will cure him ot his diſeaſe ſuddenly or forthwith, ether otthe: 
bloody flux and feaver and two other diſeaſes - which I have for. 
g£0otren. . 

Now for to make it appeare, the curious vertue of the'e foure ſorts - 
of Marabolins which cures diſeaſes holding them intke hand is thus ; 
at the time of the yeare when they prune or lop their trees they doe 
cut off all the branches and boughs only one ſprig letr,andir is a hun- 
dred to one that the tree heares, forif one tree beares, a hundred yjyilt. 
not but die, hut commonly one 1n a hundred will beare : but one or 
two Mirabolins at the mctt will grow upon that one iprig of the tree, - 
for all the vertue doth grow out of the tree into one or two Mirabo-- 
lins, which are of the bignefſe oſan Apple which will cure ſeverall 
diſeaſes ho!ding of oneot theſe Mirabolins in the hand of the party - 
which is fick. This is very t:ue andcertaine, which divers Banian + 
DoRors and Brachmans .hath told me, they are very deare and 
ſcarce -

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An excellent Encouragement for ſetline - 
lcarce for to be had : tor great men in che Country doe buy them, 
it any of our Engliſh DoRors did hut know the vertue of theſe grear 
Mirabolins, they would be worth a thouland pounds a piece and ir 
would be a preient for a King. | 

But for the foure ſmall torts of Mirabolins are in great plenty in 
India and very cheape, for I bought three thouland weight after the 
rate of a farthinga pound, and fold them here in England for three 
ſhillings foure pence a pound by the great, which the Drugſters ſells 
them tor fix ſhillings elght pence per pound. I do believe their be 
divers trees of Maraboltns whici doe grow on the Ifland of Sr. Lau- 
rence, or elle they may beeakily planted, by reaſen the clymat doth 
avree with India : for their be many forts of trees, and plants,which 
orow in the Iſland of Madagaſcar which do grow in India; and equal 
oftalte anil g0odnefle. 

The defet of Cammels, Horſes, Aﬀes, Mules, Elephants,Buffels, 
and Perſia ſheepe (ot high eſteem in India,) may havetheir race or 
breed from Perſia , and bred up 1n Saint Laurence ; and (a more 
rich and fruittull Country) will yeeld a great price in India and 
[rought ro Saint Laurence by Engliſh or Indian ſhipping at cheape 
rates. a Hotſe in Perſia, to be bought for 5 6 7 or $ pounds is worth 
in Ind'a 20 30 472 $0 or 60 pounds or more, according as they prove.

The cheapen: ſje of all ſorts of cattell and food at Madagaſcar, the Turkies be- 
fore mentimed in Mr. Lloyds intelligence are not ſo large and good as 
ours, ana 4 rather accompt the Samts or ſuch like fowle but being all over 
ſpeckied bla he and white our people give them the name of Turkies , the 
great benefit ts be made by dayries at Madagaſear, with the meanes to ac- 
commodate the making of butter and cheeſe in that hot Country, as alſo 
for poudering of Beefe and brewing of good Beere. 


Je Perſia theepe are of great price in India, and their skins 
are as {ofr as i}ke, and curiouſly curled, ofmixt colour b/acke 
and white, inciining to gray, areof great eſteem in Chriſtian 
cold Conntries, I faw the Palſgrave or Prince Electr fitting at din- 
ber 1nwinter with his Majeſty King Charles, having his coate lined 
w't them, whereupon I ſent ro a friendin Perſia to ſend me a few 
who ſent me ſeven, which coſt thereabour ſixteen ſhillings apiece, 
wich M. Ganthorne the Kings Furrier ſeeing, would needs buy them

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of me, and gave me thirty three ſhillings a piece for them, and more 
I might have hadit Iwould haveurged him, which race once green 
and breed in ſo rich a country at no charge, r:utt needs be very bene- 
fciall to the planters, befides the accommodation of thetic gainty 
fleſh, better then any other mu'ton in che Eaſtern parts of the woria, 
equall or better then our Eng:iſh mutror, having a curicus Meare 
in their great and weighty tailes, weighing a ione two or three IN 
weizlit, ur more in{omeasTiaveheardreported. And Saint Lau» 
rence Oxen (elpecially white) to be bought there for twelve pence 
per piece or there abouts, vwou:d yeild in Indiz the larger fort twenty 
pounds per piece; my ielte had a couple of w/1ire Oxen in India to 
draiy my Goach, for which I refuſed 45 pounds, and the tallow and 
«kirs of theſe Oxen to be tranſported tor Engiand colting nothing 
there, will redound to great profit of the planters. Theſe Oxen 
and Cowes both of India and Saint Laurence, have bunches upon or 
between thei: ſhoulders, like Cammece's, of dainty meate, like or as 
v02d and vetter then the briskert piece of a young calte, whic: weighs 
eih three foure or five ſtone a piece, according to the magnitude. 
The flzth of theſe Oxen 1s daintier and more pieaiant than ours, cut- 
ting 2S White as veale : 1t arace of our Engliſh breed (and young 
calves)be carricd thitier they will there mightily improve,and in re- 
oard cftheir hornes, tarre in heauty exceeding thole in India, &Cc. 
and white will no queſtion but our tell the Indian breed, eſpecially 


if of Lancaſhire or the adjacent counties their breed ; Hoggs they. 


have plenty cut of India for lictle or nothing,ifthe country atforderh 
none, for they regard them not accompting them polluted. But 
Turkies from England bred in Saint Laurence and their breed carty- 
edinto India would be of great eſteem, whereof many have affaid to 
tranſport, bur tated either for wantof good room to keepe them in, 
or by negligent artendance, or kild to make meat for fick or dainty 
people in the voyzge, yet in an Enylith fleete that we met with at 


Saint Lanrence at our returne from India, I faiy three or foure pre- 


iervedalive, Rabbots and Pidgeons would doe well to be tranſpor- 
red for breed ; but for Pidyeons India will afford ſtore. And gar- 

n peale and heanes and others, with oates and tares is not amiſſe to 
be cranſporrted tor plantation, and would be of grear eſteem in India. 
But-cer and Cheeſe to be made at Saint L2urence ivou'd be an excel- 
lent commoeity for India, as well as for the Plantation, and tip- 


ping 3: and the country will afford them jpecdily Cores encugh ro 
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make it; but ſome may alleadge the country is too hot to make it 
good, or to make beere, or to powder beefe ; 21! which by art and: 
induſtry of man I conceive may be holpen, to the furtherance where- 
ot I will make bold ro lend iny weake advice (with deſire of pardon. 
if I erre)) but ſurely had I made another voyage into Indiz, (which 
malice hath preven'ed me of) I would have made experience ot theſe 
things, (and whatſoever I have before or ſhall hereafter in this diCſ- 
courie make mention of to that end) firft to place a houle in the ceo- 
leſt place they can finde and mott in thade from the ſan, then the dai- 
ry hcuſe on the no:thor coolelt fide, under ground or ina vault or 
celler, paved ali yyith the cooleſt tones that can be had, and the ſides 
thereot aiio, and it it-/be paved with ſtones from Ormus in Perſia 
(whereof all the houles their are builded,) which tones beaten to 
powder is excellent good ialt, pechaps may be molt coole and hefit- 
ting, and in the midtt thereof a ſmall ranke or pond of running or 
Randing water if it can be neerea river or well to have the water 
continually rupaing freth in though by a tmall ſtream, and ſo iſſuing. 
out againe the better ; if not, it may be done as in India , almoſt in 
every houſe of note, to have water carried in leather ſacks or barrels. 
npon Oxens backs, and put into ancarthenciltern, and from thence, 
by pipes co iſſue forth in {mall ftreames into the ranke, whici if it be 
lower then the ciftern, will be with more eaſe effected. The top off 
che dairy houſe to be open, witha loweror op2n place asa turret or 
pid2eon houſe top, fo boarded every way with boards ftandipg our at 
lepgth to catch the winde and drive it downe into their dairy houſes 
co coole it,-as the Cattanents (which I thinke the Portugals fo call 
them) to letthe axe downinto their cheifelt roomes for coolenefle, 
of which I onely ſaw the faſhionat Ormus. And no queſtion bur - 
many Evgliſh who have ſeen the forme thereof in Spain, Portugal!, 
or other hot countries, can give-good direction for the performance 
thexeo! . 
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The accommodation and meanes for dayries, brewing of beere and powdering 
of meat for the uſe of ſhips at ſea, the meanes to make Saltpeter cheaper 
then in India or elſewhere, all ſorts of excelent materialls for building to 
be had in Madagaſcar, poore artificers may live by their labours in all ſorts 
of manufallure, out ſtrip all Nations of the worls for the price of their le 
beur, trade and commerce to and from Madagaſcar will exceede in bene- 
fit all otber. | 


Je dairy houſe (or brew houſe eipecially for cocling the wort 
or [iguor) t-is fitted, then round abcur thc tides thereef lea- 
ving paſſage ioſhetent to goe between the ſame and the tanks, 
ſhelves or ſtrong board p'anks may be framed to p'ace leaden 
troughes a fort? or halfe a fonte deepe, or more or lefle as ſhall be 
found molt convenient. placeivg tixe troughes halfe an inch or more 
inaſcent cr diſcent with a hole at one end to be ſtopped and opened at 
pleaſir-, to let out water to be put thereinto, with warer let their be 
pu” 2 ſuſhcient quantity of Saitpeter proportionabie to the troughes 
or veſſe's ot water. In which troughs or veſfels let the dairy woman 
ſer their miike pins of Earth, Wood, Braflſe or any ether metrall, 
or iead. as thall be tournd moſt convenient and neceflary, which will 
keeps :herr miike and cream fo coole or cooler then in the Englith 
dayrie houſes; The experience whereof I have ſeen and is well 
knowne to India Merchants, by cooling of water to drinke, for a 
a bottle of water ſer outa little while io a ſmall tub of water cooled 
with faltp tzr, will make the water in the bottle ſo coole that a man 
can hardiy drinke it, it will be fo coole to thereeth almoſt ro make 
the chops to chatter. And thus I thinke beefe layed inſfa!tindry 
veſſels of ſtone lead or other mertall ſer in ſaltperer water,y-ill keep? 
itſo coole, that it may eaſily take ſalt ; and the coolers for woort 
in brewing of beere 11 ordered, may happily alto cauie good beere to 
be made, which 1f 1t can (as 1 am contidenr it may) be broughtto 
paſſe, will be ſuc an accommodation and benefit to the plantation 
both fer its owe uſe, and to tranſportburtrer and cheeſcinto India, 
(where it is not good and but of fall quantity, and the country not 
ſtored with many Cowes, which makerh it deare, alſo as deareor 
dearer then in England at higheſt race) and of beefe for vidtualing 
ofſhips to ſea as the yalue will be meſtimable. 
= | oY At 
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At the Iſland of Madagaſcar 1 doe verily beleive and am conti- 
dent there may a good dairy be made and to make very good butter 
and cheeſe, which will ſell both well in India, Perfia, Arabia, ard all 
the South ſeas over, (ina hundred ſeverall places ) likewiſe for victn- 
alling of ſhips, both Engliſh, Dutch, Danes and Portusca!s, and thar 
Cheeſe which we carry out of Europe to Ind'a, the Banians doe give 
us tyyelve pence per pound. Ar Moecain the Red Sea they doe make 
very 200d cheeſe, like unto our Englith cheeſe, and there it is fa:re 
hotter then at tlie Iſtand of Saint Laurence, But concerning alt. 
Ing of Beefe it will keepe for three or toure moneths, we have kepr 
zf bur 1t will eace very dry, the reaſon is, becaule ye prefle ic with 
weights for to fetch our the b:ood, otherwiſe 1c will not keeps. The 
bet way to keepe and preſerve Beefe or Mutton, (1s to make it into 
Terkins) the fleſh and meate which the Indians do carry for their fea 
ftore, which 1s cut in little pieces, like unto ſteakes, they firſt (alt 
it alittle, and to dry ic inthe ſun, till it be ſo hard as glew, which will 
be ſo hard, and then you may carry it in baskets to ſea, and yyarer it 
about one hower betore you boyle it, and it will be fo freſh as though 
it was newly kiiled. It will keepe twelve moneths at the leaſt andtar 
better for the heaiths of mens bodles, this 15 true to mine owne knoy- 
ledgeand exp-rience. , 

Now to anſiver yet one objection that may be made, that {altperer 
is deare, and will be {o charecable, i hat it will no: quit thecoſt ; to 


which I anſver that falrpeter ts cheape in India, worth a very ſmall 


matter a hundred weizht ', and will be tranipoit:d inro Saint 
Laurence for one fourth part or perhaps one eighth part of the 
charge it coſteth by tran/porting the ſame 1n great quantities into 
England, and falt alio 1s in India good eneape. Yettoleſſenthe 
charge thereof, hoth may be had exceeding cheape made in Saint Lay. 
renc:, for my ſelfe have ſeen /alt naturally made of 1t lelie, lying ith 
the concavesand hollowes ofthe rocky Hill in Auguſtine Bay, which 
the high water filiing thofe concaves with fait water, and at the ebbe 
when the Sunne hath power over 1t hath been converted into ſalt ; 
moreover it ſtemed firange unto me, one accident there h:apning du- 
zing our abode in that country. ihe Engliſh tor their recreation 
had made a parcell of ground by much treading and playing ar nine 
pinns to barc, as:a bowlivg alley er much travelled highway, and 
one day it chanced to raive, which raine ftood in ſmall pudgles in 
fome lower p'aces ef the alley, which the. next day by the heate of

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the ſun was converted inte ſalt, browne as our bay falt here in Eng- 
land ,- and that by reaſon of the ſaltneſle of theearth in that place 10 
neare the ſea. not a bow ſhoote trom the ſame, which may be occalio- 
ned by overflowing of the ſame at ſome times of the yeare in that low 
ground, and the gralie growing thereon 1s falt, which for my experi- 
ence | have allo taſted. 

Now if ſaltpeter may there be made of {a'r earth (as I rake it is in 
England, which I have leen faltpeter men to taſt of, to know there- 
by whertter it were tor their ule or purpoſe or no,) then aſſuredly 
falrpeter may be made there ior a trifle, having a deirty brook of 
ot treſh water iflning out of the rock inthe bay encuyh to turne a 
ml), it ſuch freth water be uſctull for lieeping thereot (howloever 
for other-occalions 1t's exceeding ule'ull and in eſpeciall tor preſent 
u'e for the buſinefle betore premiſled, 1t iſuing out of the rock eight 
or ten foot high or mcre,at lo.v water way with eaſe and ſinall charye 
be carryed 1n pipes upon the l:nd, within a tones threyy thereofor 
nearer, and there falrperer may be made to ſend into England much 
ch-ap:r then cut of India, brenght uown to the Port Town a thous 
ſand miles and more upon Cammels backes : and being a great dealc 
nearer England, abou: a tourth part o: the way, may be thipr home 
for lefle fraight, eſpecially by ſhips to convey planters into that 
Country, and there they may even ar the firft returne lade perhaps 
hides and tallow which will not ſtand them ina penny, though for 
many thou ands. 

For bui.ding in this brave Iſlandthere is abunJarce of 200d tim- 
ber and ſtone, and no doubt bur bricke alto may bs made as iyell as in 
India and Perſia. where many buildings are mace of unburnt brickes 
dryed only with the heat of the ſun, Andno doubt bur in ſhort time 
(being planted, diligent skiltu!l men will finde out there as wellas in 
other the like and not ſo like'y countryes; Mines of Gold, Silver, 
Brafſe, Lead, Iron, Tin andother minerals, with precious and coſtly 
dra.s forptificke, and Allowes wemadether- ſme; t©'d in Lon- 
don at fix ſhil/ings ergiit perce pzr pound, and exceilent materia!s 
for Diers nſes and mu titude o' other commodities thar cannot at 
preſent be conceiveJ. And ihe Conrtry being we'l p'anted with Arti< 
ficers and manufaftors will cu'(trip allothers in the world for mas» 
nufatures (which thongh T ſhould grieve to give inccuratement to 
imploy men therein, to the hnrt. of my native country and to the 
robbing the poore thereinof their labour, yet being wrought there 
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by our own natives, or by other {laves of Freemen, to the benefit of the 
Englith Planters, 1 do not conceive any wrong done to the Common- 
wealth, and will draw a boundance of poor people into that, and 
disdurden our own of many unneceſſary 1dle yagrant people, which - 
think themſelves born for no other uſe but Natws conſumere fruger, and 
and to live upon Indultrous mens Jabuurs. But that's a balineffe be- 
yond my reach and capacity, and thereforeleave it to the deep Judge- 
ment of judicious Stites-men for ( e Stor ultra crepidam._) 

Ihele incouragements already mentioned, may enduce all under- 
ſanding and induſtrious, pions, Charitable men, to take opportuni- 
ty to advance this unparaleld proje& . yet much more, that which is 
yet behind? to expreile, may animate them thereunto. 

Andthat is by the exceeding great profit to be made by Trade and 
Commerce to and from hence in all parts of the world, tarre tran 
cending all Trade and Commerce el{e-where ; For tat Conntrey be- 
ing once wellplantedand inhabiced with Europian Chrittians, will 
draw Trede fromall the Orientall parts of the world, as {ndiz, with 
her mulcitude of Rich and Spatious ivingdoms, as allo thoſe lrge 
and rich dominions of Perjia, Ara':ia, China, Achin, and the 
Countreys adjacent to Moco, Bagdzt or Babjlon in Periaa, and will 
alſo draw Trade and Commerce tron all the wealthy Earovian King- 
doms, as England, Spaine, Portugal!, France, Gurmany , Italy, 
Denmark; the Low-Counrreyes and other Principalitics, and 
prove the bet and chiefeſt Magazine or Store-houſe both of expor- 
tation or importation of Trade, between all Europe anc Alia, which 
muZ needs n:ake that Countrey rich and to flourith above cther King- 
doms. 

And becauſe | have gone thus farre with ry rade and unskilfull 
Pen, to mention the benetit of Commerce in generall. I will deſcend 
alittle to particulars, to give ſome People better ſatisfaRtion : yet be- 
tore I proceed therein, I will endeavour to clear ny ſelf of alpertion, 


which I expe&twill be cait upon meby the unworthy Governour and 


Committees of the Honourable Eaft-India Corporation, who I pre- 
iume will tax me, of perjury and falſc-hood, to the ſame Honou:ra- 
ble company, whereof my 1clt am a Member, for diſcovering that 
which may prove hurtfull or prejudiciall to that worthy Society :

compred per ury either by Gods or mans Law, though it tend to 
the prejudice of a Corporation whereot I am a Member, and have 
taken Oath, to perform all good and no bad Service, to the preju- 
dice or detrement of the faid ſociety (which as 1 take it) alwayes in all 
Oathes to Corporations include the greater gocd to Cod, Kingand 
Countrey, to be proferred before the leſſer.

toall men (bute'r=cially co the houſhold of faith rather chen hide in 
a Napkin, or burv it inthe earth to the Joffe or oftence of any. And 
to this purpoſe moit hambly and ſy>miſlively, I intreat all good men 
to accept of my weake endcavoursand abilities in as good and Chari- 
table away or reſpeCtas they are offered unto their perutall.

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know we doe ſtay but about 5. Weekes, and they know that the Eng- 
liſh and Datch men, will put off their goods at very reaſonable prof, 
before they will carry it back again to Surrat, that is the reaſon, the 
prize is '0 much fallen, as it hath been, for your Englith FaQors will 
give you ſo much as the Peruans , Banians and Jewes, for they dou- 
ble their Money, to Spahan , your India Merchants doe ſend to Per- 
tia great {tore of Steele; Tinne, and Sinomon, which they make great 
roftit off; when the Portagalls had Ormns, it was the Gallanteſt 
place of Commerce and Magazine of the world none like it,as He- 
line reports, ( ifall the world was a Ring, Ormus may be the Jem, 
Marchants come from moi parts of the world tor to trade at it. All 
Afia did come, and brought Commodities to this famous If{land, the 
Portugalls took a ſinall Cuftome of all thoſe that bronght goods thi- 
ther; the Portugalls loft 260000 ponnds yearly, when they loſt the 
City of Ornms( for Cuitome of go0ds) and made the King of Perſia 
pay Cuitome tor their own goods, otherwite the Portngalls would let 
nothing paſſe inco the Gulph, the Engliſh went every yeare with a 
great Fleet of Ships for to carry a ſmall quantity of marchandize for 
co ſupply their Factory, as Royalls of 5. Cloth, and Tiane, fo they 
broughtback ſome yeares 150. 250. 300. Balls of Silk, which had it 
not been for the Portugals, a ſmall Ship would have been ſufficient to 
have carried and recarryed our ſmall Cargazeen of goods : For the 
Portugall kept the Gnlph by force from all Nations, and every yeare 
met 18 with a great Fleet of Ships, at Caps Gaſcofſe Road, which is 
entering into the Gulph, and we have had many great Sea fights with 
them, which put the Eaft India Company to a very great charge 
earely, neverthelefle the Culph did ever belong to the Pertian King, 
which breda heart burning to the Peritan Empire. 
The next yeare atter the laſt fight at Cape Gaſcoſle, we went with 
4 great. Fleet into the Gulph of Peria, expefting to have an other 
Fight with Jack Portugall ; the names of the Ships are theſe, in the 
ſonah, Captaine Wedd:!, in the Whale, Captaine Woodcock ; in the 
Dolphen, Captaine Stezers; in the Lyon, Captzine Be.zz:rſtoxe;in the 
London, Captaine B/z:gh ; in the Roſe, Captaine Foab{5z ; and in the 
Richard Captaine Daze ; with the Robert and Shilling, which were 
wo ſmall Ships of the burthen of 208. Tunnes a pecce, all which 
Ships were of good force, and carryed 236. peeces of Ordinance and 
extraordinary well manned, and provided for warre; and entring in- 
to the Gulph, came out a boat from Cape Gafcofle Road, with ſome 
25s F:2 refreſhing, 
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refrelhing, and a letter from our Engliſh Fafors, and a letter from 
the Caune of Perlia, and Pilats for to Pilate our Ships a great way 
downe into the Gulph, to a place where our Merchants, the Caune 
and divers Sultans were , at aplace called Cuſtake ; at which place we 
received 800. Balles of Silk ; and there the Engliſh and Per:.ans did 
enter into Articles to this purpoſe, that the Englith would joyne wich 
the Perizans inthe taking the Iiland of Kiſhme, and the liland of Or- 
mus, from the Portugalls. The Perſians promiſed that we ihould have 
all the trade of Peri:a to our ſelves, and our Cuitome free; and half 
the cuitome of all other Nations that brought goods into the Gulph, 
and the Engliih to have all the Chriſtians that ſhould be taken at our 
diipotall, and the Perſians to have all the heathens, the Marriners of 
our Skips to have 6. Moncthes pay gratis, and what Ammunition 
ze ſpent in the jicgezto be all madegood, & the Eatt India Company to 
have frajzht ior their Ships, and the Engliih to have halt the Treaſure , 
Pillage, Ammunition, and ()rdinance of both the Iitands of Kitkme, 
and Ormus, Ships, Callies, Frygots, Cities, Townes, Villages; 
and for to have the command of the Caltles. Theſe in ſhort was a 
greed upon, which was at tha! time of both lides performed. It will 
be too tedious tor me to relate the whole proceedings. The Portu- 
galls did ſurrender both the Catile of Kitkime to us and likewiſe the 
Cai leof Crmus, we gave them two Ships to carry both men, women, 
and Children, with ſome proviiion, and ſome Baggage to Muskat 
but the Perians pur all the heathens to death, I have ſeen 1000. heads 
for a break-faſt cut off in a morning. Although we had the poſleflion 
of the greateit Jewell of the world, as Healine and other authors doe 
report; ifthe Commanders, and thoſe of the Counſel! at that time 
had had ſo niuch underi:an&ing as B :ames Afl.,they would not haye 
given it away to the Perſians, untill iuch time the King and State of 
Fnglanl had been made acquainted therewith ; and alſo the Honou- 
rable Company of Eaſt India adventurers : for Ormus being the prim- 
eſt place of the world, and the richei} trade tor the Portagalls, what- 
ſoever they delired for their Commoditics they had,tor none brought 
goods into the Gulph, but they, tor they ferved all Perſia, and moſt 
parts of Arabia, and. trom thoſe parts was tranſported into other 
Countreys by Land, and molt part of Turky, and all parts of Aſia, 
camie to trade with them ; from all parts of India, from the coaſt of 
Cornidcll, Banggalla, from the River of Ganges, from all parts 
of the liland of Sumatra, which is the richeſt liland in all the world,, 


for 
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for there is more Gold upon this Iſland then all the world beſide, for 
the Poet wrights and calls it the Gold of Opher, and Selomon had his 
Gold from this Iſland, bel:tdes many rich Spices, Gums and Druggs, 
alſo from the Straights of Malaco, and trom the Straights of Sindia, 
ſava major, from the coaſt of Chouchichina,Burnuazthe Molookeos, 
and from all parts of China, and the Mancelous; from all theſe parts 
they came with Junckes, very riehly laden to the Portugals at Ormns, 
for the Portugals did make them come to trade with them , 
otherwiſe they would make prize of their Junckes whereloever they 
mct with them; for the Portugals was as King of all the Oriencall 
Seas for many hundred of yeares. betore the Engliſa ever knew it; at 
the taking of the Ifland of Ormns, ther? was over the Caitle-gate, 
the date and the yeare of our Lord God, which was at that time 5 00. 
yearcs fince they builde:d the Cattle, which I and divers other Engliſh 
took {peciall notice of, ſaying among our ſelves, that the Portu- 
gals had been many yeares in India, before they builded the Cattle of 
Ormus, and they we-e the 3rit that did Jiſcover all theſe rich places of 
India, and Atta. Soa!l men may plzinly ſee that the Portugals did 
make choiſe of the beit places oc their plantations for a Magazine, and 
the hopefulÞtt of a commerce ot rich trading. I do verily beleive 
that the City of London and Ani”erdam, ;oyne them both together, 
could not paralell the rich trade v* Ormus, when it did florith before 
the Engliſh traded into India : and hath been ſuch a heart burning to 
the Portugall, tince, that they have endeavoured to raiſe all their 
forces in India,which the leaſt Gall 30nes they had did carry 48. peeces 
of Brafſe Ordinance, beſides they had many more out ofSpaine, ma* 
ny Frigots and Gallies. Andal] the prime Commanders, Officers, 
Marriners, and Common Souldicrs made a great fa!t; andall took 
the Sacrament betore their great Fleet went out from Goa,to tight 
with the Engliſh in the Gulph of Perſia. The Portugalls caking the 
Sacrament, to take and burn and finck onr Ships, and to beat us out 
of the Gulph of Perha, which ar that time they failed of their pur- 
poſe : and we could not make great braggs of cur Viftory, ſo every 
yeare, wedid expect a meeting with the Portugals : fo the Engliſh 
and the Dutch did joyn together in a Fleet to overcomethe Portugalls 
and did meet once intwo yeares in the Gulph and hada great Fight, 
and the Portugall had almoſt ſurprized the Dutch Admirall, if it had 
not been for our Vice-Admira]l, for which afterwards the Datch 
Admirall gave our Vice-Admirall his Gold Chaine for rel-iving of 
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him, - o that their was:no greac victory at that time gained, bt the 
Portugals ſeeing we were to tirong for them, they left us, and went 
to Muicat to recruit themlelves, but never came into the gulph with 
their fleete of ſhips to meet cur fizece any more. | |

A brave Sea fight with the Portugals upon the coaft of India, another brave 
Sea fight with one Engliſh ſhip againſt many Portugal; in the gulfe of 
Perſia, the Portagals cruelly te our men taken priſoners in coole blood. 
He Portuvails did endeavour before to beate us nut of I:idia, 
becauſe they did fir{t diicoverit. And the jaſt fioht that e 
ver the Portugals had with the Engliſh in India I was in, 
the Portnga'ls did challenge both the Englith and the Dutch, to fight 
with them, the Dutch had fix ſails of ſhips and the Englit had the 
ſhip Tonah riding in Swallow road, and the Portu_cals had teir ſeven 
great Galloons and twenty toure Frygots each Fcygot had 2co men 
a piece in them, and the Portugals riding on tze other ſide of the 
Bar in Swallow hole or roade where we ade and una our ſhips, fo 
thatthe Portngals could not come to them, tor bur one (hip ata time 
can come over the Bar, and at a high water on a ſpting tide, fo the 
could not come together. Put the Pallgrave, Do!phin and the ſhip 
Lyon, comming out of Europe, ani we had :;nzny hicike men intheſe 
rhree ſhips and tal.ing on the coa{t of India between Baffine and Da- 
bul!, in the morning at the un riſing we ſpred two Frigots which we 
found to be ipies, we called a counſell preter ly, andmert aboard the 
Admirall, and all concinded that the Porcuyals had a fleet ot {þ lps 
neare to Surrar which we fonnd to be crue, and we plying off it 
up to Surrat ivit'1 the winde and tide, being ſhort of Surrat rrventy 
leacues, and it: ce interim fitting our ſhips tor fight, which did wea- 
ry and tire our men, and the tio frigats aforeſaid keeping us com- 
pany with out ſhot of cur Ordinarce becween the ſhore & our ſhips, 
about twelve of the clock we fpied che Portugals great Armado con- 
taining ſeven great Galloons and twenty foure ſalle of Frigots , fo 
toon as they had_eipied ns they all weighed ancher ſecting ſaile tos 
ward; us, and we makivg to them, within three leagues one of anc- 
ther,and making of their colcurs very plaine;one Admirall,two vice- 
Admirals, a reare Admirall, and three other great CGaloons, with 
tyenty foure Frigots ; we did ſappaſe and conclude that the Portu- 
oals 
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oals had another fleete and had taken Swallow hole or roade where 
we lade & unlade our ſhips, becauſe they had two vice Admirals,which 
was a greac pollicy of the Portagals, and ſending one of our men up 
into the main top gallant top.e{pied ſeven ſhjps riding in ſwallow road 
we all concluded that the Porruza's had taken the road : otherwiſe 
if they had been our friends,they would come out and helpe us, which 
faid ſeven ſhips as we heard the next yeare was (ix faiieo! Dutch ſhips 
and the ſhip Tozah which the Portuga s hed challenged io fight with, 
fo that the Darch thought themſelves Loo weak to fight with the Por. 
tneals. But Captain Kerredge then being Preſident at Surrat he 
would kave come out with the Joxah aione to helpe us but that he was 

-r{ivaded to the contrary by the Engliſh and Dutch, ſowe racked 
abou: for to ger ſea roeme, and about two a clock the ſhip Palgrave, 
Do'phin and Lyon, mer the Portugals great fleete, all the alles of 
their ſhipscrott with red croſſ:s : they ſhor at us as though they had 
been mad & after they had diicharged their Ordinance,our men food 


vp & played about them like brave zallant Souldiers, v1vIng the ene. - 
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my thrce broad fides for their one, and about toure a cloci we ſhot 


doyne rae Admirals maine tcp maſt , at which all our men cave a 


great ſhout ; and about twelve a clock at night rwo of their galloons 


cl-pt our reare Admirall aboard , throwing wilde fire intoher,thac 
the ſhip was all of a [1ght fire, and wedoing our beſt (to relieve her) 
. and being 1n that great diltrefſe the Matter cauſedan anchor to be ler 


fall, whereupon the two galloons hrake off their grabnels from the © 


ſhip Lyon by reaſon that the tide dothrun fo Rrong that the Portu- 
eals and we d14 drive roſea, and did continue in fight ail that night 
and the next day and the next night a::dajlche next day and night g 
ſo that we did maule tem that moit of their maſts and yards were 
ſhot off : and in the morning they were almoſt vut of ſhot of us, 
we edginz te them, Imadea ihor at the Admirall but he would not 
an{wer us any more. we had ſpent halfe our ammunition which we 
carryed out for the reliete of onr ſhips which we had in India ; for 
we did fight three dates and nights, our ordinance went off ſo fait as 
ſmaliſhor, that you could hardly fee the skie for fire and imoak, The 


Natives of Ind'a did fe the light of eur powder in theskie , and did 
heare the, gcport of ourordivance, and alſo Captaine Weddallin the | 
orcat Fames comming from Bantam, onthe coaſt of India; who did 


likewitz meet peices of maſts, yards, timber and dead men ſwim- 


ivg on the water, andyewere at thattime.about fixty leagues at ſea, - 
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and yet they heard and fayy the light of our ordnance; ſo the Portugals 
was glad to leave us and went tor Goa : and we licered our coucle 
for the Ifland of Sacatora for to op our leakes and to mend our 
ſhips, being very much battered, ther and torne, that we had not 
2 yard ſquare canvas In all eur lailes but that there was a hole (hor 
chorow, bur all this time we did not know what was become of the 
ſhip Lyon, which was our reare Admirall, rill the next yeare; that 
after the Portuvals galoons broke their orabnels trem the ſhip Lyon, 
conld not come to her any more, becauſe the tide weuld nor ſuffer 
them, and the fhip Lyon riding at anchor, that in an houres time 
borh weanithe Portugals fleete had loſt ſighr of her; inthemeane 
time the fhip Lyons company put out their fire, and throwing many 
dead men overboard, whereof the Captaine was one, and fitting their 
ſhip for to Reere their courſe for Perfia becauſe they all ſuppeled 
the Portugals bad another fleete at follow road , becauſe they mer 
1s with two vize Admirals : the Pertugals well knowing that the 
Ship Lyon what caſe the was in, ſending foure Frygots after her

| Muskat for more helpeto ſurprize the ſhip Lyon, and 1n the meane 


time the ſhip Lyon arived over againſt Gombroon and had un'aded 
all their goods and merchandize, and lett it in thecofſtody of Thomas 
Foyce being purſers mate ofher ; and the next day after the Portugals 
-ame with twelve frigots and galleys, apd did ſetupen the ſnip Lyon 
and after halfe a daies fight all the frigots and zallyes laid the Lyon 
2board and did enter her with many men and they blowed them up, 
the Portugals did enter them againe feverall times, fe thar they were 
forced to blow upall their deckes with many hundred of the Portu- 
oals, and ſeeing they could doe no good inentring the Lyon, then 
they fired her with wide fire, that rhe maſt did burne ſo much that 
coales fell down on the decke; our out gallant Engliſh men en- 
deaycured (111 ro put cur the fire, and te put the Portugals off which 
lay roundabeut her (our men throwing fire balls and pots of pow= 
der into them, yet con!d doe no g00d, for our men could not nſec 
their Ordnance, if they cpencd a port hole the Portuga)s did let fly 
a bnndred ſmall ſhot in, ſo that cur men could not rewſe out a peice 
for te doe any execution, ſo that our brave Engliſhmen were pur 
to their ſhifts, either to ſurrender, or to burne or elſe to blew them - 
ſelves up, ſo Mr. Iobnſon who wept cut Furſur of her, was by the 
ſhips company chotcn Gapraine of her aiterthe other was ſlaine in 
Ak fighe 
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fight with us, ſo with unanimous conſent rather then co yeeld co the 
Portugals upon any quarter, ſaying amonglt themielves , nzyer 
any Englith ſhip was taken or ſurcendred to the Portugals. So 
one gallant Engliſhman who was both Purſer and Capciaine. of 
the ſhip Lyon ſeeing no hope or recovery tor to pur out the fire, the 
fhip beivg much burned, that coales ot tire tell do,yne on the deeke 
from the cop ofthe maſt : our Engliſh was contented to die with 
their brave Commander. They all concluded, and in rae firtt place 
they all commended their ſoules into the hands of the Almighty their 
Creator, and in.the ſecond place, all agreed ts lay a traine of gun- 
pewder to the powder roome, and fo to blow uptheir ſhip; befere 
they would be a prey ts the enemy. This fad accident was perfor- 
med in the twinkling ofaneye, and foure great frigorts which had 
tyo hundred men at the leaſt in eachfrigort, which lay aboard of the 
ſhip Lyon, periſhed all together : ſome of our men o ſoone as fire 
was layed to the train leapt over beard, andafter the blow was paſt 
the other frigots and gallies lying off our ſhip, ſeeing our men ſfvim- 
ing in the water for lite, fhor ar them and darted at themwith pikes; 
the Portugals toeke up tienty five of eur men which was not ſlaine, 
yet ſome wounded, and the next day incold bloud they put all our 
men to deathexcepting one Finterton, which was Steward efthe hip 
Lyon. Hugh Frerow beipg at that time Admirall of thoſe twelve 
faile of Frigors and Gallies, . and formerly-commanderin chiefe of 
all the Porrngals Sea forces inthe Ortentall parts; who many yeares 
before we rooke in the Caftle of Kifhme , and it was ordered by the 
Sea counſell that Hugh Frerow ſhould be fent aboard the ſhip Lyon, 
and ſo to carry him a priſoner to the Preſident and counfell of Suirrar. 
Anden the eoaſt of India, Mr. Beaverflexe, Mr. Fheately Parler; Cape. 
Richard Swanley then Maſters mare, and other Officers of the Lyon 
being very merry, Hugb Frerow underſtanding thar,tooke his © 
portunity, and the fhips long boat being cloſe by the quarter FX 
ip, he and his two ſlaves that retnded upon him, he lying in the 
round houſe went over rhe ſhips quarter, and got into the hoate, and 
cutting the boat rope got cleane away, and landed neare to Surrar ri- 
ver and fo to Daman : the Ship rideing at anchor ſome five miles 
from the ſhore, and ſome tio houres after coming our of the great 
cabine miſſing their hoate, and looking for Hugb Frerow, found that 
he was gone, andthe boate our of fight, the 1a1d Wirmterton at that 
time was ſteward of the Lyon, and bringing proviſion to the ſaid 
| G Frerow 
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Freyow during the paſſage b.tween the Gulph of Pertia, and the coaft 
ot India, Hugh Frerow came very well acquainted with Wintertoz, up- 
on Which he gave tim his life, but did put the reſt ot cuc men to 
death as aforetaid, which was twenty foure men; cutting off our 
- mens heads in the proy of the triger, and letting tie bodies of our 
men fall into the water, holding vur wen by the haire of theic heads, 
becaule their heads ſhould not fall over-board, Anda ter they had 

cut off twenty threeof our mens heads, the Maſters boy ot'the Lyon 

being very. unwilling to die making great mone and begging upon 

his knees to Hugh Frerow tor his lite, the pretty boy ſaying, that he 

bad no hand nor any of his friends n the taking of Ocmus, yer all 

this could not pre vaile with the bloudy hearted Portugals,and.in cold 
blood (faith Hugh Frerow ) cut off his headorelle in time he would 

prove ſo very a rogueas the reſt, which was at the taking of Ormus; 

and after fo done he cauſed a long ſtick to be pur through the cheeks 

of our mens heads, andpur on a rafc, and fo to be driven to the Caſtle 

of Ormus, that the Perſians ſhould ſee and rake notice how cruelly 

they had uſed our men, becauſe we tooke Ormus from them.;. and 

afterwards Hugh Frerow writ 2 baſe reproachtull letter, but eſpecially 

to Captaine Weddall;calling him Piſcadoris,and ſent this letter alopg 

by Winterton, who was an eye witnefle to this ſad tragedy, to our 
Merchants at Gombroone; landing him three miles ſhorc of the 

Towne of Gombroone. At the Ship Palſgrave and Dolphins ari- 

vall, we underſtood by good intelligence of the Natives of India, of 
the: Portugals inveterate diveliſh malice to us , for taking Ormus 

from.them.. and how all tooke the Sacrament and ſwore by the bleſs» 
ſed Virgin Mary, that they would never returne to their wives and 
children, till they had either taken us, or fired us, or elle to ink us; 

the Portneals had many faſts to this purpofe for to deſtroy ns, and 
that whenſoever they tooke the Engliſh, that then they would cut off 
all their heads; and the Duteh, that they would hang them upby the 
members till they died. This was their malice becauſe we tooke 
Ormus from them, and hindering of them of their trade in India. 

* This fleete was the greateſt that they havehad in India I do beleive 
2nd have been credibly informed, that they had inthe fight fiſty men 
for one whichwas a great advantage, but it was the great mercy of 
God, to preſerveus from our enemiCse 
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The Portugals mediation for peace with the Engliſh Nation, the Perſtans 
valuation of Ormus, at twenty Millions of treaſure, now they are poſeſſed 
thereof, which the Engliſh might have enjoyed, if they had had wiſe Gover= 
nourr, Committees, and Agents, of the Indiz corporation ; the excee- 
ding folly of the Eaſt Jndia court, in ſending vreaſicre into Perſia, to touch 
4#t Surrat, where the money being inveſted in commodities would bave tur- 
ned almoſt to dereble money profit , the unconflonable cuſtome of Fnais 
Comrts in not ſhipping out our own rich native commodities, which would 
yeeld good profit, but tranſporting much Gold and Silver, to their counraes 
loſſe, and proofe of their ill office to the Common-wealth; the way to drive 
s rich trade into Jndia, without tranſportation of treaſure. Multitude 
of Engliſh commedities beneficiall for tranſportation into India, to ſave 
exportation of treaſure, if the Indie courts were good members of the com- 
worn-wealth; the beneficial trade in India , between Surrat and Goaz 
neare adjacent : all commodities from Surrat to Bantam vendible, at 


great beneficiall prizes. 


He Portugals never ſince darcd tor to attempt to fight with 1: 


us any more, but the Portugals hath endeavoured and ſenc 

many meflengers to the Prefident and councell at Surrar, for 
co defire that a peace may be concluded between them and us,which 
fince 1s performed between the Preſident and Councell of Surrat,and 
the Vice-Roy of Goa, and likewiſe confirmed by both the States of 
England, and Spaine, bur I have heard many Portugals tell me, char 
the Engiuh hath done them more wrong then the Crownof England 
can make them ſatisfaction, for takins Ormus from them, and thr 


co give it to the Perſians ; I muſt needs confefle the like zyas nzver 


known, that one Chriſtian warripg againſt another and rien for ro 
give the prey andall the benefit te the Heathen. 

The Perfians I am confident will not leave the Caftic Or Nt ws, 
for twenty Millions of Treaſure. I bavebeen in Perſia mi; times 
firce we tooke Ormus, and the Perſians hath; told me a« 12:15!) 2 rhe 
Perſians hath flou iſhed gallantly fince they have £otten Octrins in 
their enftody, for Gombroon when I firſt knew it, ha bat eivhcoen 
houſes in it ; and now ic isagreat City or Town as mo in Eno 
land, it may compare for commerce of trade, that there is not che 
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like place of rrade inall Perſia; allo it is b:come the beſt Port Town 
and doth bring more cufteme to the King of Perſia, ti.en all the port 
Townes befid:s; this the Engliſh might have enjoyed, it they had 
been wile, or had bur gocd deicreet Factors and Commanders which 
hath brought tnch excecaing lofle tro the Adventurers, Imay boldly 
!iay many KM1lizons, fince O. mus was raken, 

And her-in by the way, let not the India Courts at home malici- 
ouſly maligne (as they bave donea long time, to rhe utter ruine of 
me and mine, tor my good ſervice done them, and acknowledged by 
their owne acts of Court) tor caſting aſperiion upen them, (in in- 
formation te my country-men in generail, and te the Honourzble 
Adventurers in particular,) of their indiſcreet and irjudicious ma- 
raging the India trade, tar from the repute ofprudere Merchants, 
which hath bronght ſuch exceeding lofle co the Adventurers ef the 
ſecond ſtock, and ro my ſelfe a poore member of the company in 
particular, which I manifeſt in theſe fery werds. 

The India Court have ſhipr for many yeers together great quan- 
tities of Silyer and Gold, viz, 20 30 400r 62 thouſand pounds per 
2nnutm. into Perſia to buy filke, which money hath been at all times 
firft broughr co >urrat in Indiz, and from rheace tranſported int 
Perſia untouchr, which being inveſted at Surrat in commodities as 
aforefaid, would have turned cothe companies great profit, 4050 
60 or $0 per Cent. but in money yeelded them not a penny ck 7, 
for they might bave had the ſame moncy in Royals of eight for their 
commodities at the port Town of Gombroene, to have ficred their 
rurne at Spahan where it was to be inveſted infilke, and it they had 
carryed up the commodities themſelves to Spihan , as the Perſia 
Merchants , that came to the port Town with ready money to 
buy the commodities, they might peradventure have advarced their 
profit as much more; for it is very probable that Merchants weuld 
net come down fifteen hundred mules by land to buy commodities 
with ready money, but to their great advantage. 

The India Compaizy tran'p?tt but little of cur native commedte« 
ties, viz Cloath and other weo!'er: manufacture, which though they 
vend not in great quantitt's, (as in Germany, Low-conntries, Tur- 
key, Muſcovia, Denmark &c.) yet when they are (old they g0C off 
at great profir, eipecially if tranſported trom the port of Surrat, ure 
to remoter parts of India, and my ſelf have made double and almoſt 
treble money of cloati above the price in London ; but the _ 
©- 
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oftheir exportation 1s In Gold and Silver, which whether they be 
good common wealths mcn or no ] leave to the judicious fiateot this 
Land to examine and conlider. | 
But. I know and am certainly aſſured, that a grzat trade may be 
driven in India without any money at all exported (as vy <xperience 
in the ſeveral rich Fa&ors returned,who carryed imaller or 119 iiock at 
all ) (of which I could nominate many) yet by 5.0r 6.yearcs einploy- 
ment or ſome lenger time, have broughthome Eſiates of 5.10. or 30. 
thouſand pounds a man, their f{allery not paying th-ir charge by a 
quarter part more or lelſe, which | manifeſt thus. good irock once ſet- 
led in India of 100000 pounds more or lefle by goods,of ſeverall torts 
exported from England, as Cloth, Kerſies, fine lizht Staffes, Quick- 
filver, Lead, Tinne, Iron, Steele, Currall, Amber, Ammell, Ta- 
peſtry » hangings, Pictures , Swords , Blades, Knives , Scillers , 
Sheeres , Raſors, Looking-Glaſſes, Glafſe-Beads , SpeQacles , 
Locks, Keyes, Hinges, Horſes, Bitts, Stirrops and Curry-Combes for 
Horſes and Oxen, and Nailes of all forts; French and Norrembour 
toyes, &c- Iron-wyer, Brafſe-wyer, Shaven-latten, Red, white, and 
thin plated Iron, Muskets, Piſtolls, Fowling Peeces, Brafle and Iron 
Ordinance, Conny-Skins, and Lambe-Skins white, and dryed in 
Colours, fit fer Periia,and cold Countreys, as Foot-Clothes, Sump- 
ter-Clothes for Canmels , and Horſe-Clothes, for atryall ; and :0 
bring Cloth in moreuſe in theſe hot Countryes, Lits of Clothes ( to 
make Carpets for ordinary people to ſet upon) Remnants and T ay- 
lors Shreds of Cloth and Velvet, and Satten, and Silke for imbra- 
dery, and to lay under Carpers and Cover-lids of Colours, Leather 
curiouſly cut out in workes and uſuall in India, and to bebronght 
home for many uſes, ſome Silk out of Europe of more eſteem then In- 
dia Silke; as coloured Sattens , Taffetics, wrought Tatteries, nn- 
wrought Grograms, Tammets, Durettoes, Saies, and other light 
Stuffes of each ſome ſmall quantities for tryall to bring them 
in uſe, with {tripped Hangings, fit for paling to great mens Tents, 
with multitude of other Englith and Europian Commodities to favg 
theexportation of Gold and Silver, which time and induiiry of men 
will inde ont, if an open and free trade were for all men to make uſe 
of ( or in an interloping trad leaving the quinreſlence and choycet 
Connnoditics to the India company ) theſe conmodities are the chiet- 
eſt of them with others to be found out ( with ſome alitiance of ſore 
reaſonable quantity of Gold and Silver at firſt tollerated, it which

permſcion ) a ſtanding ſtock may be raiſed and kept in India, which 
with credit will-be abundantly heaped upon them, that have but a 
ſmall itock in the Countrey, a mighty trade nuy be driven to all the 
Kingdoms of India and At. a, and to great profit ; and the Surplus 
thereof {tj]] yearely after one or two yeares made hence into Eng- 
land will nmch advantage the ſtate of this Common-wealth 
(in my ſimple opinion) and tor the better accommodation of this 
tradeing, ſmall Ships of a 100. or 200. or 300. Tunne may be kept 
in India, to make ſpeedier returnes then by India Junckes from place 
to place, which notwithiianding miay be much uſefull, for 
ladeing and tranſporting of grofſe commodities,as Cotton, Cotton- | 
yarne, Rice, Tobacco, Sugar, Ruinas, Gaules, Brimitone, Allome 
and ſuch like, of ſmall valuation yer great in Bulke, and profitable 
both for exportation and importation to Surrat and other parts in 
India ; and the other Englith Ships to be laded with finer and leſle 
bulkey Commadities,which as longas Peace continueth in thoſe parts 
between us and the Datch, and Portugals, there is little or no danger, 
the ſeas of themſelves ( taking opportunity of the munſones or trade 
winds) as pleaſant ſailing in, as in the River Theames or Narrow ' 
ſeas in faire or fammer weather. And this courſe as I conceivewill ſfaye 
an infinite charge of ſhipping, which now the company are and have 
been at to paſle continually berween India and England, their abode 
in the Countrey untill they be worne out and decayed, and ſodan- 
gerous to come home along voyage; whereas ſhipping upon advice 
from India ſent out once a yeer ſirong and in good caſeto itay there a 
moneth, two or three for their relading and recreation, will be of 
much lefſe Charge and danger in coming home. What] write here 
is out of the little inte1]igence 1 have gotten by being one yeare at the 
Northern perts of India, at Surrat, and half that time a cloſe priſo- 
ner, moſt injuriouily ard wicxedly oppreſſed for my aftcCtion and 
indeavours to doe Goda nd my Country the beſt ſervice in my poor 
power.At Bantam and the Southern po of India; I never was, and 
therefore cannot in Jarge therenpon, but leave it to others of better nn- 
derſianding and abilitics to that part. ] 
From Surrat to Goa, tredeproduceth 30. 46. and 50. per cent. 
innumerable of many ſandry ſorts of Commodities, which the 
Portugals comes to Surrat, and at Combay 100. Saile of Frigots doe 
Jade yearly which I haveſcene and known to be true, and from Goa to 
Surrat doe produce 20. 25. 30. per cent. and for Sinomon and Foli- 
um-Indium 5 0. per cent. From 
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From Surrat to Maſl. —_—_ with Peria commoditics will pro- 
duce 30. 40.50. per cent. by the ſeverall Goods expreſſed asaforeſaid 
brought trom Periza to Surrat. 

And from Surrat to Bantam you cannot lay out your money amille, 
for the worit commodicies which is vendible for Bantam ; will pro- 
duce 70. $0. per cent. Blew Byrams Canekeenes, 100. per cent. Penta- 
thoes and checker Stuffes, ſtript Stuffes, Tapefeekes, Pattollowes of 
Cotten and Pattollowes of Silk,courſe Girdles,courſe Shaſhes, Indico, 
blew Chundres, Chaders, and Bralls 1 10. per cent. Cotton-wool!, 
Sopc, Cumming ſeeds, Muſtard ſeeds and wheat 8. 9. 10. for one 
\ profit. There is in moſt ou of the South ſeas no Wheat growes,thar 

there may be many ſhips laden with Wheat put off yearly at a mighty 
great profit, Narrow and broad Baftas white, at 80.96.per cent. Nar- 
row and Broad Baftas Blew at 110. 120. per cent. and many innu- 
merable of commodities which will produce great benefic. 

This I know to be true to my knowledge; and Perſia commodities 
do likewiſe yeeld one anda half and two for one profit;before Bantam 
was opened] have ſold all theſe particuler goods at Jacatra, which the 
Dutch cals Battavia which is 13. Leagues beyond Bantam at the ſeye- 
rall Prices as aforeſaid. 

And from Bantam moſt of theſe commodities is tranſported to A- 
chine, Tickeo, Priman, Jambee, Japarra, Macafſer and China, 
which doe produce 1.2.3. and 4. for one profit ,ſo he that doth intend 
for to goe to any of theſe places, I doe wiſh him not to fall his com- 
modities at Bantam, for there they buy moſt part of theſe goods for to 
vendat theſe ſeverall places, yer Vers Major doe vend aboundance of 
theſe ſeyerall particulers aforeſaid; this is very true and certaine to 
my knowledge.

The exceeding rich trade from Surrat toChina, and alſo arich trade from Chia 

na to India, though this beneficiall trade be negleGied by the Engliſh ſlugs 
giſh in judicious ( eurt Committees ; if a free trade were open,diligent in« 
auſtrous Merchants would leave 0 place unaſſayed where there 35 great 
hopes or certain aſſurance of Large profit, the profitable trade from India to 
TMocoin the Red Sea, the way to inrich our uſurers with more ſecurity of 
conſcience by letting IMoneyes at intereſt to Heathens rather then . 20 
Chriſtians and at doxble the Kates, for their greater incocragement. In 
duſtrious men in open trade will find out far more ſeverall ſorts of Commy- 
dities then the India injudicions Conrts ( never exerciſed in the pradick 
of that commerce ,) doe lookg into, and no doubt but «s benefiaiall.

This Captain Aatthew Wills told me, for he was commander ofthe- 
Ship London, which was the firſt Ship that ever the Engliſh had in 
thoſe parts, for the Portugals did Fraight himby the conſene of the 
Prefident and Councell of Surrat,the reaſon was that the Dutch & Por- 
tugals was at difference at that time, ſo that they were faine to fraighe 
one of our Ships preſently after the Peace was concladed between the 
Engliſh and Portugals; and from China to Goa and fo to Surrat Pro= 
duced mighty profit in ſeverall commodities , as China raw Silke, 
and woven Silke, in abundance of varieties of all Stuffes , Cobweb 
Lawnes, Cloth of Gold, Tiſſue, and filver,for a boult of rich Da- 
maske containing 32. yards, for 3. or 4. Rials of 8. a peecez of 
China Earthen ware, they bought for little or nothing farre cheaper 
then we buy our Earthen ware in England, China Roots, and divers 
other druggs and commodities, for there is great ſtore of Coper, 
worth little or nothing, and great ſtore of Gcld; for the Portugals 
brought abundance of Gold caſt in the faſhion of Sugar-loves, and 
doe produce 40. 45- and 50. per cent profitin India, But from Ban- 
tam, Macaſſer, Japarra, Jambee, Achine, Tickeo; Primay, doe 

_ yeeld 
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yeeld many rick commodities, Cloves, Mace, Nutmeggs , Tortle- 
ſhells, long Pepper, white Pepper, and leverall lorts of round Pep= 
per,Cuburbs , Caſbaw-Lignum, Catbaw-Fitiula, Lignum-Allowes , 
Ruburb, China Roots, China Ginger preierv'd, Tamerin preſerv'd 
China Ware, Muske, Civet, and divers of innumerable of druggs 
and commodities which doe produce 2. 3-4. foroneproftitin Perta 
and Moco in the Red Sea; theſe commodities will yeeld good profic 
at Surrat, but not ſo much as at Moco or Perla, I bought at Battavia 
6. Butts of Tortle Shels which 1 ſold at Surrat for two for one profit; 
and divers other ſeverall ſcrts of commodities :s aforeſaid, which 1 fold 
at Surrat for 50.60. 70. and $0. percent: which at that time we 
bought our commodities at Eattzvia, whi h was at the wor.t hand 
becauſe the Dutch made the Chinaces , Javacs, pay cuitome in thelr 
own Countrey and all other Natiuns both in and out, tor then at 
that time Bantam was not opened; and atter the Engliſh went to Ban- 
tam the |avaecs came within the Dutch Court of Guard, and centred 
into the Town of Jacatra, and kill'd many of the Dutch, and made 
them flye into the Cattle, and the jav: s perſuing of them to the 
Caiile walls, tor they hate a Dutch m n {© bad as the devill, and doe 
love the Engliſh extraordinary well, ſo ince Jacatra which the Dutch 
call Battaiva which in Englith is new Hollan.l, is not one thirdpart 
ſo bigge as it hath been, becauſe that the Javacs doth Sally into the 
Towne and burne it, the Javaes are very d:fperate. Aboat 20. 
yeares imce the Dutch had three men of War riding in Bantam road, 
the Admirall carryed 36. Peeces of Ordinance, the Vice-Admirell 32. 
Pceces, the Rear-Admirall 26. Peeces , there cane three javacs in a 
little Boate aboard the Admirall, two of them went into the 
great Cabbine, and killed the Captain, Mafer, two Merchants and 
three men more, and yet theſe three Javaes got off clear: I ſaw theſe 
Ships in Bantam Road; alſo the tr-de is very much decayed, the Dutch 
hath not the 1ixth part of cuſtom and other duties as they had former- 
ly. So much for the Southern parts in briefe, 

From Surrat ro Moeo inthe Red $S:a, Tobacco doth produce 10. 
and 12. for one profit, Rice duth produce 6. and 7. for one proit, 
China ware 4- and 5. fer one protit, Cloves, Mace; Nutmegs , and 
Pepper, do 'produce two for one proiit:, narrow and broad Baftas 
white, 70. per cent. Narrow Baitas blew, Byrames and Canikeenes 
two for one profit, Chaders, Bralls , Pentathoſe, Barbers aprons, 
Sallowes, tine Shaſhes, courſe Shaſhes, courſe and fine Girdles, doe 
Eg H produce 
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roduce two and a quarter for one profit, Sager , Ginger preſery'd, 
uger-candy, Cotten-wooll, Cardimons, Sope, and Shooes, will pro- 

duce two and three for one profit : alſo, all your Periian conmodt- 

ties will yeeld very good profitat Moco. 

There ts divers ſorts of ſevcrall commodities which you bring from 
Surrat, and out of the South-ſeas which produce 2, 3,4,and 5.tor one 
profit; this I know to be true, for I have ſold many of theſe commo- 
ditics as aforeſaid at Moco. 

And from Moco to Sarrat, Eſtridges Feathers, Ruinas, Opium, 
Beazer Stones, Cloth of Tiſlue, many rich Gums and Draggs, which 
' doeproduce two for one profit and upwards but for your Ettridge- 
Feathers, I dowilh no man to ſel] them at Surrat but for to bring them 
for England, for 1 have made ten for one profit ſeHing of them in 
England. 

And now I doe returne tO the fir!t center from which I began : The 
Tilancl of Madagaſcar or St.Lawrence,a gallant commerce of trade may 
be made in fery yeeres, if wife and diſcreet men had but the ging 
of it, ina very thort time ic might be niade a ſecond Ormus, for it 
doth and in the very center of th? world for trade withall Nati- 
ons, and nearer Þy 2500. Leagn:s then Ormus was to all Nations 
in Ata, for the Northermoft part of this Itland doth lye within 
eleven d:grees and a halt of the EquinoCtiall , which is very near to 
Capc Comrine, which is the Southern moſt part of India ; fo that, 
moſt parts in India, Aiia, Africa, doe lye ncer adiacent to Madagaſ- 
ear,and many commodities which this Wand doth afford is tranſport- 
edtothe neighbouring Conntreyes as aforementioned: and in ſhort 
time alt the Countreys in Aſia and India wonld come and trade with 
you, and Portugals and many other Nations if once atrade was 
ſettled.

For( as I under'tand it) they ( the Salvages elſe-where ) have not 
onely Darts, but Bowes and Arrowes moredangerous toannoy a farre 
off, and more numerous to diticharge, as alſo great knotty Cluvbs, 
bur here at Saint Lawrence they have no weapons but Darts, and of 
them not numerous, norealie to carry; and for d:fenc: of or from 
them I will make bold to Iend my advice; In India Bufle( as before 
mentioned }) may be had in great quantities and very cheape, with 
which men being armed onely upon their Shirtsand Linnen breeches, 
with Coats and breeches, and it they pleaſe Buskins to tye avout 
their Leggs, there is no feare of Darts to hact or annoy them as I con- 
ceave, which alto is lighter andeaiter then orher Iron Armes; for ofs 
fence tothem,light Muskets, Carvines areuſctull, and fowling Pceces 
will do: good Service; to them may be added light ſhort Swords, and 
dainty light Eucklers to be had in India : and alſo India light and 
ſhort Bowes with forked or broad Arrow heads exczeding cheape, 
which notwith*anding their Gunnes and Swords and Bucklers they 
uſually have both Bowes and Arrowes in a light quiver, at their backs, 
andby which Children or Boyes of 10. or 12. yearcs or age may doe 
good Service again't the Salvages, who may keep themlclves in ſafety 
at further ditance chen tn-ir Darts can reach, and yet annoy the Ene- 
my exceedingly It hz State of this land pleaſe to lay ſome ecaiie impoſte 
or exci:< upon trade in generall, to and from India, and from port to 
port their,and to other Ea.tern Countreys,it will be no burden but an 
exceeding f21intull Trade, and exceeding helptull and advantagious 
to the Plantation. As alto a Remonſtrance ſer out in publique, to ex= 
cite men both traders and others, to voluntary contribution, It 
will alſo nuch a vaile( as by example) even aboard the Engliſh fleete 
Anno 1628. conlifting onely of two Ships, the Jonas 7. or $00.

(though bad end) wich the Indian Court for the intollorable 
wrongs ſuſtained hy them and their ſervants : and ſithenee ficknefle 
now almoft fix yeeres compleate hath letred me to undercake againe 
that voyage (either by Dutch or Portugals Ships which Iintended 
having moſt malitiouſly been denied my paſſage in the Engliſh 


Ships) and now in regard ficknefſe hath to debiiicated my body-in 


all parts and members thereof, that I am ner able to goe or ride, and 
with much paine impulſed to {cribble this rude diſcourfe, and being 
aged fixty yeeres, and now not fit for travell, having one foote and 
more already in the grave, and lo dearely affecting the furtherance 
of this ſo hopefulland accommodable a plantation, eſpecially in this 
turbulent tronbleſome. and obſtructive times, which cauſeth many 
oood men and women, to forlake their native Country, TI have at= 
rempted (preſuming upon courtuous acceptance, the maineend I ex- 
pe and locke after) to publiſh this rude yet true diſcourle or track- 
cat, as many witneſſes yer living (Idcubt not) bur will give good 
reſtimeny of what I have herein related, as that worthy noble Cap- 
raine (fo well approved of by the right Hopourahle the high Court 
of Parliament) Richard Swanley, Mr. Gregory Clement, and Mr. Tohn 
Cartwright, Merchants, Capiaine William Swanley, f .ap. Toh Proud, 
Mr. Walter Hamand Chirurgion. and Mr. George Goſnell Purſes 
matcin the Charles, Capraine fobn Weddall Admirali bur dead. Jobs 
Hamerton and Thomas White, Ci:1zens of London, andabundanceof 
Seamen more whole rames I have now forgotten or not living as 
alſo Mr. Richard Wilde and Mr. George Page, though deadly adverſa- 
ries to me and mine (not only maiioufly threatning but wickedly 
executing our ruine, all at one time refident at Saint Laurence rhree 
moneths together ) and I appeale alſo to the teltimony of M. William 
Methold, at preſent Depury- governcur of the India Company, and 
Mr. Thomas Kirridge, a preſent Committee therein, and many SCu» 
chern tactors with whom I have n> acquaintance, hoping that icme 
of them whoſe abilities and judgements exceede mine, will tor the 
Glory of God and the good of their King and Country, addetheir 
more preva:ent perſvaſieps both by tongne and per, to this moſt 
hononrable and famous action ; for want of which my prayers te 
| I - God 
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God ſhall not bz wanting to put good Chriſtians in minde to under 
take this moſt h6nourable pious action, and to proiper their handi- 
worke therein, to Gods glory, the konouret King Charles, and his 
Royall Iſſue, and my endeared pative Country its welfare antacco- 
moedation , which my rude pen hath begun, and as it were broken 
the Ice for their more. cleare and eafie paſſage to lo good and pious a 
worke, which I much deſire and ſhou(d joy to ſee performed, as allo 
more eſpecially to ſee or heare that the cighe honourable the High 
Court of Parliament, would rake it into their conſideration to make 
1t a bufinefle of much good conſequence to the ftate of this King- 
dome ; or others, Noblemen, Knights, Gentlemen, Citizens, &c. 
had begun to fer the action on foor, wiſhing allo that I had either a-

Ne thing I had forgotten wiics now comes to my minde, 
() which wiil with all the orher advantayges in trade, adde much 
ro the benefic, either of private men, or to the azccommoda- 
tion of the plantation as aforefaid, and that ts as followeth; Ar fivol- 
low roace, the port or haven for Ships ſent ro Sarrat in India, upon 
the ſhore in open fields is uſually kept a Bazor, Marketcr Faire, du- 
ripg the aboade of the Engliſh Ships there, which ſometime lafteth 
a moneth two or three together, where the Engiifh havea Tent for 
cheir Preſident or Councell to fic or lye 1nat their pleaiure, and 
their toare annexed a Tent for the Merchants of the Maryne, the 
Compantes ſervants, (tfocalled becaufe rheyare alotted ro do ſervice 
there in [ating and rejading of the Ships) and the Evglith houſe Par. 
fer or his Maie, hath another Tent ac:comm>oable tor him to give 
order for buying proviſion of freſh victualis fer the Ships, andother 
ſervices,

ſervices. And the Dutch company likewiſe have the ſame convenien- 
cy,dittant abont a quarter of a mile one from the other. But the Ba-» 
zor or market place tor provifion of vituals, or ter ſea commodities, 
and Marriners their invetiments for: merchandizing of all ſorts, 1s 
annexed to the Engliſh Tear, likea litcle Town, with a {treet or tiyo, 
and many Tents of Banians, richly furniſhed wich all mannerof 
wares, which they fell both co Enylith and Dutch, but molt ro the 
Engliſh, who are the more Royall Merchants ; and the Banians buy 
alſo ſach goods as they bring our of Envland, or from other parts in 
India, where they have been 1n trading. By which meanes the Ba- 
nians get great {tore of wealth by ſuch trading ar the Maryne, with 
Engliſh, Dutch, Portugals, and others ; the benefit whereof may all 
be acccewed to the Englifh, which had I gone a ſecond voyage for 
India, either for the company it they thought good, or my ſeltfe, I 
wou!'d have punt in practice, and am aſſured of great advantage and 
profit to have redounded thereby; and the more incouragementT 
had therennto by ſome of the chieteſt Banians themſelves,who pur it 
into my head, and promiſed to be my affittancs therein and layed me 
downe a way how to effe& the ſame to my great profit, viz by buy- 
ing in the time of raynes 5 6oer 7 moneths time beforehand all ſorts 
of yendible cemmecdlnes fit for ſale ar the ſhipsarival', and to (ell 
the fame againe untothe ieamen and marriners ar 29 or Zo per cents 
profit, ready money 3 and taithtully promiſed co affilt me with mo- 
neis for the inve(iments at eakie rares, and.ſo to put them eff againe 
for me as aforeſaid, fome goed experience I had of their affeQtion 
and fidelity tewards me in a high degree, though a cloſe priſoner. 

Ir fortuned that during that time the ſhip Ionah returned ſrom 
Bantam to Surrat with ſtore of Spices , eſpecially Cloves, which at 
their departure from Sucrat co Bantam,and about fix moneths paſt 
were a drug or unvendible commodiry,burt at the Ships arival inhau- 
fied ſuddenly toa great price, to almoſt double money the price they 
coſt at Zanram, whereupon the Banian'Uſurers and Brokers. pittying 
my infollerable wrongs. came to viſit meand offered me great cnrte- 
fies beyond my exp=<Rations, which was in adviſing me to buy up 
preſently all the Cloves in te Ship Tonah, amounting to many thou- 
fand pounds, and they wovld fell them againe for meto 40 500r 60, 
per cent. profir, I made them curreous and thantfull reply for tiueir 
freindly advice. and made known unto them the impoſſihility in me 
eo efteR it, partly in regard for want of monies to buy riiem up,

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which muſt be with ready money, and partly in regard IT was a 
priſoner and had nor liberty to gce about ſuch or any other buſineſle, 
To both which impediments 1n me, they propounded prefent cure 
and accommodation, and firſt for monies they won d ſupply me, 
with ſuch quanticies as the buſinefſe ſhould require;and iccond)y, for 
want of my liberty, they adviſed me preſently to write to Capraine 
Richard Swaxley, Commander of tie Ship Tonah, wich whom they 
knew 1 ad good correipondency and friendly familiarity, to procure 
his atli{tance therein, upon which their incouragement and friendly 
perivafions ; 1 wrote preſently to Cap aine Swanley, ro intreat his 
furtherance therein, and co allot bim tne halte ſhare tnerein, and to 
ſu-niſh kim with money, but he being overawed by the uſurping po- 
wer of atyran: us Pcendent, with whom at that preſent he was out of 
favour, durſt not attempt the buſin-ſſe, which might have been bene«=

ans, who themſelves will doe no great wrongs nor offer affcont tO 
any but will patiently beare all affronts and nor refift in word or deed

cer ſummes then they ſhall either need or reaſonably deſire. 
I will yet make bold to adde ſomewhat more, to the turtherance

nation is more then I, how can I caſt them out ; Moſes made reply 
and faid, thou thalt not feare them, bur remember what the Lord 
thy God did unto Phereab, and unto all Egypr, for the Lord thy God 
is among you, a God mighty and dreadful, and ſarely it we of Eng- 
land take this worke in hand to Gods glory as they did (though not 
tocaft out but ro convert ſoules) ſo ſhall the Lord our God doe ny- 
to all the people whoſe face we feare, eitherto convert or to confound 
them, ler us againe corfider this peoples nakedneffe, their want of 

Armes and uvskilfulinefle in managing warre. againti experiepced 

and well fenced. fouldiers, and let them alſo rake notice of our nati- 

ons valour paires andenterprizes, of greater difficulty and hazard, 
and no way ſocomparable for pleaſare, profit, conveniency, and ac 
commodation, as in Virginia and New England, and let them more.

in his throne of Srace upon mens ſhoulders. Let them yec nor al» 
ſo ferget the Spaniards or Portugals their conqueſt over Brafillia 
that p>puloes nation : and of the Portugals In Eaſt India forceing 
trade and commerce, and building ſtrong Ciries and Forts, inhabi- 
ting therein in very prime p/aces of India, as Goa, Dua, Damon, 
Dahull, Muſcat, Mallaco, &c. maugre the oppoſition of a mighty 
waritke Emperour the great Mozull, and the lie at Ormus in Perſia 
velens nolens, that moſt famcus antient warlike Nations, K ipg and 
Kingdome of Perſia, in an Ifland within three leagues of his maine 
Land, that afforded nor the planters any ſuccour at all, not ſo much 
as timber to build or wo<-d to make fires withall, or cattell or graine 
to feed upon, or grafſe to ſufaine cartell, no not ſomuch as a drop 
of freſh water to quench their thirt, in fo hor a clymare, but what 
the dewes trom heaven afforded them, or chey brought witk them, 
or forced their fultenance from the Pertian and Arabian coaſts neare 
adjzcent, and yet bronghttheir admirable worke ro royall pertecti- 
on, buiiding that famous ſampruous rich ſtrong Eity and Caſtle 
therein, ſurpaſſing the chicte Cities of the world for wea'th, for 
which it was accounted as the Diamond 1n the Ring, fo the chieteſt 
Citie for wealth in the round ring of the world, untill the Engliſh 
for wrong ſuſtained by or from the Portngals, over came it, and 
beare them cut thereof (with the affiſtance of the Perhans by land) 
and moſt indiſcreetly left it to the diſpoſall of the King of Perſia; 
who wonld havebecn glad that the Engltthwon'd heavekepr it in their 
pofſeifion. But now having found the fiyeetneſſe of the enjoyment, 
many hundred thouſand prunds will not recover it agatne, from him 
tits former periection. | 
And let ws not contemns the valour of rhe Ho!'anders who in our 
daies ind={piteof that mighty Emperour of Java Major , have buil- 
d:d themelves a famous ſtrong City tn Ins Country formerly called 
facarra, but fince called Batavia, (the antiert name by report, of 
Ho!'and ) for whica the Empzrour was fo enraged agaivit the Dateh, 
that at iy being in India, in tic yeare 1629. the report was that he 
voavyed 
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vowed by his heathen Gods, to race the City and expell the Dutc?, 
chouph with the loſle of the lives of many £90000 ot his people (a 
molt deiparate daring nation of them ſelves, who will venture up- 
en molt deſperate detignes though apparent death before their eyes, 
25 many experiences have bin proved of late; a deſperate enraged Ja- 
va adventured to come a beardan Engliſh Ship himſelte, with an in- 
rent to Kill all the mena board, or todie himſelfe; upon which deſpe= 
rate dcfGon2 heſlew 4-5. or6. Engliſh or more before the reli could 
knock out his braines and ſlay him) whom yet he thieatned and put 
in execution to ſ{caile their wails with heapes of his own ſubjeats dead 
bedies, forceing them on by an Army behinde them to hinder their 
retreat , but to this day cannot prevalie againſt them. Then why 
ſhould the Envliſh Nation be daunted ; ſo famous for valour in all 
parts of the knowne world, to enterprize this moſt noble and benefi- 
ciall plantation, that ever was yet attempted, and defended (if quar- 
rels thould arile) to cauſe to take armes againſt ſuch weake and im- 
potent p2ople as well (1t not more rather) then at preſent the adven-

Naticn (eſpecially Merchants and Sea-men acquainted 
therewith are capable of.) And other Chriſtian Nations jeere us for 
not ſetling a piace of refuge for our ſelves < ID 39. yeares Lime as ſome 
of them have attatn2d to great p:rfection 1n ſhorter time ) upon apy 
occaſion either prevention of diſtaſte to the Engliſh inbabiting a- 
mong the tyranous jealous nations of Moores) to ferch them otf in 
timeofdanger, ifcontention oc cauſe of diftcrence ſhould happen as 
is likely, and we have had experience thereof woo upnnevery ſleight 
occaſion terrific our people vith whipping end chawbuckine, and 
often imp2'e upon them great fines and mulcts. wich trict hard and 
cruell impriſonments unt11 they have enforced the payment of their 
unjuſt oppreflions, or for preventingour owne Or other nations from 
robbing, ſea roving and piracy 1n thoſe parts, 10 the great dammage 
ofthe Engliſh Nation,which this plantation well accommodated will 
give good remedy there againſt : or to preſerve the credit accom- 
P0dation and reputation of the Engliſh by trade and commerce or 
otherwiſe, as well in the orientall as occidentall parts of the world,

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which if we negle the Dutch or Portugatsor both will out top and 
dominecre over us by expelting us out of India, andenccoach that 
wealthy ation of commerceto their exceeding great advantage, and 
our irrecoverable, and deplorable lofle. EE 
What an honour, accommodation and heppinefle malt 1t certaln- 
ly be, co a pious Chriftian protefiant Nation, unſported and un- 
defiled with Idolatry, Atheilme, Papiime, Anabaptiime, Brownilme, 
Antinomianiſme; or otherwiſe hereſie or error,ts be poſleſſed with a 
quiet peaceab(e ſecure and weaithy habitation, in {6 excellent, pleaiant 
and fruitfull a Conntry,a lictle world in ic ſ<1f,chough large 1n extent, 
compared with England (being by computation 3. times as bigge OL 
greater) for its detence diftanc from all other Conntries many 100+ 
leagues,whether neither Heather, nor Idolatrous ſuperſtitious or Ma- 
lignant Chriſtians can come ts huct or annoy them(being onee ſetled 
cherein)burt by their own in ſupportable charge coſt dammage andaps 
parent danger of lite beth by ſea and land.

mitteeofthar Honourable ſociety of the Ealit India Company, to give 

all thcir loving ai{1.:ance and turtherance to Prince Rypert in this de- 
figne whenſoever he came into Atta or India. And all other parts 
neare ad acent, to the liland of Saint Laurence : I was atthat preſent 
time when this was ordered, at the counſell table, and the charge gi- 
ven the atorelaid Governour and Committees of the Eaſt India Coms= 

pany to that purpoſe. But Prince Rpert going into France and Ger- 

many, about his weighty attaires, and in the mean time it was thought 
fit and concluded upon ; that the Earle of Arundell Earle Marſhall of 
England, ſhould goe Governour for Madagaſcar orthe Iſland of Se. 
Laurence, being the moſt famous place of the world for a Magazeine 
to be ſetled. 

This noble Earle hath written a booke to that purpoſe, and hath 
allowed weekely meanes to divers Sea-men which have good judge- 
ment and experience all over the Orientall Seas, and at Madagaſcar. 
This Honourable Earle was in that reſolution and readineſle,that there 
were bills in print ſet upon the pillers of the Royall Exchange and o- 
ther parts of the Citie, of his forwardnefle towards ' he Iſland of Se. 
Laurence : but being a Parliament coming, hindred that deligne for 
Madagaſcar.

Well may the In- 
dians aſcribe ſo much to the light of their underſtanding, that they 
doe account the reſt of the world blind in compariſon of them3 onely 
they vouchſafe to the people of Europe this honour, to call them one 
eyed men, which alſo M Firs taketh notice of, in his hiſtory of 
the Indies, that thoſe people dare beyond modeſty eo dragge, that the 
Chineſes have rwo eyes, the Europians one, and all the reſt of the 
people of the world are blind, and indeed they dot approve them- 
ſelves to be quicke fighted enough , for they are the Antipodes of 
Chriitians, and are in ſcituation fartheſt remote from them, and yet 
can finde the meanes to pry into the mines and treaſure of the Chriiti- 
an world. 

For the Chineſes are abſolutely the gallanteſt Nation in the world , 
they had the uſe of Printing, & of Powder and Ordinance 5 oe. yeares, 
before any Chriſtian knew it, likewiſe they have the old Teſtament, 
and I have ſeen them play ſtage playes in India, upon the Hiſtory of 
the old Teſtament. Alſo they doe write of the creation of the world 
6000. yeares before us orany other nation, this is very certaineand 
true upon my credit ; and therefore 1 ſay it is high time that the Par= 
lament will be pleaſed for to cait an Eyein the Government of Trade, 
for the decay of Trade is exceeding great, and the Common-wealths 
loſle infinite.)
